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WEST POINT AND ITS FUTURE. 
DID WEST POINT “SAVE THE WORLD”? 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 
Among the many mercies that American people, in 
the emergency of the great war, should be thankful for 
is the United States Military Academy at West Point. 
It was the thoroughness of the .West Point training 


that made our Regular Army, though small, a good one; 
that made our Army offifficers, though few, competent. 
When the test came that Army was raised from 100,000 
to 3,000,000 men, and the corps of officers from 5,000 to 
150,000. And, to the amazement of the world, this force 
created out of nothing, created in a few months, was 
found, when it reached Europe, in its training, in its 
discipline, in the quality of its officers, in its action un- 
der fire, to be equal to the best trained troops of Eu- 
rope. It was this force, thrown into the scale at the 
decisive moment, that saved the world. 

How did the miracle happen? ‘Was it because the 
American, unlike other nationalities, requires no train- 
ing, but as Mr. Bryan said, “can, when war comes, pro- 
duce and efficient Army of a million men between gsun- 
set and sunrise?’ No. This Army, these officers were 
produced by hard, intensive, scientific training such as 
our troops never underwent before. We had a govern- 
ment which wisely saw fit to put the training of its 
Armies into the hands of men who knew their business, 
men who were West Pointers or were trained in the 
West Point methods. Our troops in this war did not, 
as occurred in the War of the Rebellion, go into battle 
with little drill and without any target practice. 
were drilled eight hours per day, until they became ex- 
pert in the use of their arms, confident in their ability 
to conquer, and they went into action full of contempt 
for the greatest Army-ever produced in Europe. They 
never quailed, from start to finish, there was no re- 
treat, no panic, they infused their own confidence into 
other troops, and the words “the Americans are coming” 
became the panic cry of the foe! 

Honor then to West Point, the nest, the nucleus of 
our military force! Its value lies in its thoroughness, 
in the discipline wrought by four years of intensive, 
grilling work, more intensive work than in any other 
institution of learning in the world. You cannot turn our 
West Pointers in one or two years. Let us then pre- 
serve its thoroughness, its discipline, its efficiency. Let 
us not subtract one day from its thoroughness, one hour 
from its discipline, one minute from its efficiency.

LET WEST POINT CONTINUE AS IN THE PAST. 


To TUE EprToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvY JOURNAL: 

I am not a West Pointer, yet I note with deep re- 
gret the idea and opinion expressed by Mr. Kahn of the 
Military Affairs Committee, noted in your columns, to 
the effect that this war has demonstrated that officers 
under the recent emergency were secured in a few 
months and that as 600 or more coleges now give much 
of the training it is necessary for officers to have, it is 
not necessary to have a full four-year course at West 
Point, and that he proposes to have it cut to two years 
in the future, ete. 

Is it possible that the gentleman who is to direct the 
Military Affairs Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives is blind to the fact that the efficiency of the big 
Army after it was provided for by Congress was due to 
the quality, intelligence, zeal, patriotism and ability of 
the material of the small Regular Army in whose advice 
and judgment the President so readily and implicitly 
trusted throughout the great war? These qualities of the 
Regular Army are built on the West Point training of 
her sons. The officers who did not get the training had 
who hold their own and often distinguish themselves in 
the Service, absorb these qualities in a large measure 
front their more fortunate associates. 

During my more than twenty years’ service I have 
been instructed by General Bundy and other distin- 
guished officers of the Army. I have been commanded 
by General Bullard and others of his stamp. I have in- 
structed and commanded West Point officers and I de- 
sire to say that, as a result of my associations with 
West Point officers, it is my humble opinion that this 
country has nothing better in its entire makeup, that 
stands for stability and good government than the West 
Point Military Academy. 

A continuing supply of officers such as our leaders 
have been in the great conflict now closing can only be 
had by continuing the West Point course in the future 
as it has been in the past. Its strength has been its 
four-year course; don’t let it pass to a makeshift or to 
anything less than what it has been. 

COLONEL, U.S.A. 
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CLOSE ORDER DRILL.

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THE MEN WHO ENLISTED. 

To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Ever since the news of the signing of an armistice the 
papers have devoted considerable space to the methods 
used in demobilizing the U.S. Army. The drafted men 
receive the lion’s share of attention, little or no com- 
ment being made relative to the status of the men who 
volunteered to fight for their flag and their country. 
Yet during the days following the first registration there 
were columns filled with appeals to “America’s fighting 
blood to enlist as volunteers and not wait to be drafted.” 

A particular appeal was sent out to men who had seen 
former service in the Army requesting them to get back 





in the game and help build up a nucleus for the Na- 
tional Army. ‘This was promptly answered by thou- 
sands of former soldiers, and in behalf of these men 
who helped whip the raw recruits into fighting material 
and who never expected farewell banquets or enthusi- 
astic send-offs—and who enlisted for the duration of 
the war—I wish to know why they should not be given 
the preference in the demobilization’ proceedings. A 
majority of these men were well over the first draft-age 
limit, but they stepped into the breach like men, be- 
lieving that when the finish came they would (as volun- 
teers) be given the first opportunity to return to civilian 
life. As it is many find themselves in the old Regular 
Army organizations and unless present plans of the 
War Department to discharge drafted contingents first 
- changed, these men will be in the Army to the very 
ast. 

This is not justice, and the failure to give these vol- 
unteers a prompt discharge smacks of undue partiality,

To THE Eprrorn OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

What will be the stand of the War Department with 
reference to the ex-noncommissioned officers of the Army 
who are now holding commissions? There are thou- 
sands of these men now in the forces of the U.S. Many 
of them, in fact most of them, had made the Army their 
profession. ‘They had studied war as carefully as had 
the commissioned officers. They had libraries of mili- 
tary books more extensive than was thought. After a 
course at a training school they were commissioned as 
second lieutenants. Toward the end of July the pick of 
these were sent to the officers’ training camps and there 
advanced a grade or more. In the cantonments they 
were regimental adjutants, supply officers, company com- 
manders. 

I have asked colonels and generals whether the ex-N.C. 
O. had made good and without exception they stated em- 
phatically that he had. Late in the fall recommenda- 
tions for promotions were made and it was noted that 
the old N.C.A., if lower than the grade of captain, was 
recommended for promotion, particularly if he was one 
of those who had been sent to the officers’ training camp. 
Some were recommended for a majority. ‘They had made 
good. A commander of a brigade told me his colonels 
said the old noncoms had worked night and day; they 
brought system out of chaos; their work was intelligent 
and systematic. In France we find them on General 
Pershing’s staff, as corps adjutants, any numbe> of regi- 
mental adjutants, personnel adjutants and regimental 
supply officers. As staff officers or as organization com- 
manders they have made good. The men acclaim them, 
for they never fail to look after their company. They 
get them food, clothing, good billets. The men say they 
are strict but fair. “He has no favorites,” they say. 
That the ex-N.C.O. has made good is evidenced by the 
promotions by selection they have received and by the 
faith their higher commanders have in them. 

Are their years of Army training and their proof of 
ability to go for naught? Are they less valuable men 
than the young men from the training camp who had no 
previous military experience? Will the War Depart- 
ment tell them that they can either go into civilian life 
or re-enlist in their former grade? 

They have proven themselves good officers in time of 
war; will they not be good officers in time of peace? 
Why not place them on the lineal list as having entered 
the Army as commissioned officers at the date of their 
original commission and give them the permanent rank 
they would have attained at the close of the war, and of 
which they are deserving? Inccrporate them in the 
Regular Army as officers, as is their right by virtue of 
their worth.

FORMER NON-COMS. AS INSTRUCTORS. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

It is universally recognized that our Army reorganiza- 
tion after the war is to include some form of universal 
training. This being so, we must pick out from our 
present force the type of officers which will most effi- 
ciently and thoroughly train the incoming young re- 
cruits. In making out this roster it would be unthink- 
ably foolish to neglect to include a large number of the 
former old Regular Army noncoms who have made good 
as officers. No one class can be depended upon to so quick- 
ly educate and train our future soldiers. Many of these 
officers have already had exceptional success in training 
and leading newly organized units into battle. Through 
the splendid organization and training of the smaller 
units our Army became an almost perfect fighting ma- 
chine. 

If it is not contemplated to commission those who are 
qualified in the Regular Army. disregarding their eligi- 
bility, with reference to age, their being married, etc., it 
is thought that they should be placed in an intermediate 
grade as warrant officers. In nearly every regiment 
where the training is systematized these experienced sol- 
diers have been the backbone of the system of educating 
men into becoming trained parts of the big military ma- 
chine which we have developed. They would be a strong 
educational influence that would be quickly felt by our 
young men, who must be thoroughly grounded in the first 
principles of military life. 

Do not let us make the mistake of neglecting the asset 
we have in these men. They are not struggling to get 
out of military life, as so many of the present officers 
will soon be doing in order to return to their former and 
necessarily valuable civil occupations. They are ready 
to continue on another phase of the life occupation they 
have chosen. Let us use them. They want to be used 
and we need them.

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PROMOTION PROBLEMS. 

Nobody is ever perfectly happy on the subject of pro- 
motion and each arm or corps of the Seryice is in- 
clined to feel that it does not quite receive its just 
due. In so far they all agree, as is shown by the fol- 
lowing instances: 

An officer of the Coast Artillery writes: “What has 
happened to the Coast Artillery?’ Coincident with the 
signing of the armistice promotion in the Coast Artillery 
This is not the case in other 
arms. It is not believed that any deserving officer places 
promotion ahead of the more worthy incentives to loyal 
and faithful service, but when the other fellow is still 
in the running some of us begin to wonder why and 
want to know what has happened to the Coast Artil- 
lery. Can it be that the Army of Occupation no longer 
needs the ‘big gun corps’? Is the ‘Heavy (Coast) Ar- 
tillery’ going to be scrapped so early in the game?” 

An officer of Infantry writes: “If you could do some- 
thing to expedite the promotion of regular officers of 
Infantry to their permanent grades as permanent vacan- 
cies occur, it would be much appreciated. Infantry is 
very much behind the other Regular branches in pro- 
moting to regular vacancies. No Regular Infantry pro- 
motions were made from Aug. 20 to May 15, when 
almost fifty vacancies were filled. ‘There must now be 
(in November) close to that many vacancies in Infan- 
try field officers again accumulated and unfilled. This 
works a serious injustice, as if an officer is crippled 
and retired he is retired with his actual permanent rank. 
This means about $33 a month retired pay difference 
between a major and a captain, for life. With the vari- 
ous disputed points of promotion under the extra officer 
and staff corps details, there is small chance of a 
crippled officer being able to stave off retirement until 
his vacancy is settled. These permanent vacancies 
should, as a matter of justice, be filled as soon as they 
occur. 

A correspondent of the Medical Corps wishes to 
know: “Why it is that the Medical Corps of the Regu- 
lar Army has been so discriminated against in the mat- 
ter of promotion? A year ago many practicing physi- 
cians up to thirty-four years of age, were urged to take 
examinations for Regular Corps and were told they 
would advance rapidly and their status would be much 
higher than if they remained in Medical Reserve Corps 
—and yet to-day many such men are still first lieuten- 
ants, while men in same class have beeri made emer- 
gency captains. This is discouraging, to say the least. 
Also, why should the Medical Corps, alone, not be pro- 
moted when the vacancies exist? The West Point 
graduates have been made captains of the line almost 
immediately after graduation. Why, then, should not 
the men in the Medical Corps, most of whom are up- 
wards of thirty years old, be promoted to captains and 
majors, since there are vacancies in each grade, instead 
of arbitrarily being kept first lieutenants for a year 
after receiving their commissions?” 
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RESTORATION TO FORMER POSITIONS. 
To THE EpItoR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

As the following extracts from different acts of Con- 
gress are no doubt of very strong personal interest to 
many of your readers would suggest that you reprint 
them in your columns. 

Act of Congress, Aug. 29, 1916, provides: 

That all officers and enlisted men of the National Guard and 
of the Medical Reserve Corps of the Army who are Government 
employees and who respond to the call of the President for 
service shall, at the expiration of the military sef¥ite to which 
they are called, be restored to the positions occupied by them 
at the time of the call. 

Act of Congress, May 12, 1917, provides: 

That members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps who are in the 
employ of the’ United States Government or of the District of 
Columbia and who are ordered to duty by proper authority 
shall, when relieved from duty, be restored to the positions 
held by them when ordered to duty. 





READER. 
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THE STAFF CORPS DETAIL SYSTEM. 
To THE EptTtor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I note in a Washington daily the statement that offi- 
cers for the most part are opposed to the detail system, 
at least in its present form. This I wish emphatically 
to deny. The great majority of officers are heartily in 
favor of the present system in the staff corps. I have 
questioned a great number in the last few months. The 
great majority of temporary officers serving with troops 
have not thought of it one way or the other. The great 
majority of Regular Army officers know that the detail 
system has been a complete suceess. I will go farther 
and say a conspicuous success. } ; 

Who made the contracts for the supplies which 
equipped the first contingent of the new Armies in the 
first part of the war when so few of our factories were 
equipped for supplying Army needs? Who reorganized 
the staff corps which were built for an Army of 100,- 
000 so that they successfully cared for an Army of 
nearly 4,000,000? Who trained the new officers of the 
Q.M. Corps as they came from civil life? Our staff 
corps are all operating under the detail system; those 
who are not detailed from the Army are detailed from 
the walks of civil life. You could hardly call the Q.M. 
Corps a permanent corps when about ninety-nine per 
cent. of its personnel have been in the Service less than 
two years. The Germans have permanent staff corps 
and their armies were beaten; are we going to copy 
them? 2 ay ee) 

The American business man is a most versatile indi- 
vidual (but so is the American Regular officer) and 
quickly picked up the details of the Q.M. business. 
When he had learned the vagaries of the accounting 
officers of the Treasury, something of military corre- 
spondence and a very little of military courtesy he 
could take charge of a quartermaster’s office and re- 
lease a highly trained professional Regular officer for 
duty with troops. Thus the system worked as it was 
planned that it should work. The system made avail- 
able some 200 line officers, temporarily turned quarter- 
masters, whom we would not have had but for the de- 
tail system. . 

Has the permanent appointment system ever been 
satisfactory in the Q.M.C.? Go back to the Oivil W ar 
as we had it then. Go to the National Museum at Wash- 





ington and look at the samples of Shoes of that war, 
-—“ghoes-thut’ were made of wood and paper -camouflaged as 
leather. 


Ask some of the veterans about the uniforms 
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that were glued together. Then come up to the Spanish 

War and see if you remember anything about the so- 

called embalmed beef, and the troops that served for 

weeks and months without uniforms or equipment. We 

had permanent staff corps then and until after 1901. or 
For years Congress has been passing legislation with 


a view to preventing the formation of ‘bureaucracy in 
the War Department and with a view to keeping offi- 

cers from being permanently stationed in Washington. 

Will Congress undo at a stroke the constructive legisla- > | 


tion of years and build up overnight a bureaucracy of 


permanent officers in Washington? God forbid! If we 
are to have a permanent Q.M. Corps, let Congress en- 
act a law requiring that permanent appointments in 
the Q.M. Corps shall all be given to officers and sol- 


diers who have been partly incapacitated for service 
with troops on account of wounds received in action.

MEDAL PRESENTED GENERAL MARCH. 


In the presence of the entire General Staff, Secretary 
of War Baker on Dec. 13 presented the Distinguished 
Service Medal, recommended by General Pershing, to 
Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, U.S.A. The 
ceremony took place in the office of the Secretary of 
War and was impressive in both the address by the 
Secretary and the brief response by General March, 
The scene will be preserved in official films. In his ad- 
dress Secretary Baker said: , 

“In the Act of July 9, 1918, the Congress authorized 
the President to present a Distinguished Service Medal 
of appropriate design to any person who, while serving 
in any capacity with the Army of the United States 
since the sixth day of April, 1917, has distinguished 
himself by exceptionally meritorious seryice to the Gov- 
ernment in a duty of great responsibility. Under the 
authority of this act, the President has caused to be 
struck the Distinguished Service Medal, and by his 
direction it was conferred upon Marshal Foch, Mar- 
shal Haig, Marshal Petain, General Diaz, General Per- 
shing and General Bliss. Thereafter, upon the recom- 
mendation of General Pershing, Distinguished Service 
Medals have been conferred upon others associated with 
the American Expeditionary Forces in recognition of 
services rendered by them of a distinguished character 
but not coming within the definition limiting the be- 
stowal of the Distinguished Service Cross which in- 
volves conspicuous gallantry and intrepidity at the risk 
of life in action or in conflict with the enemy. 

“Perhaps never before in history has war so com- 
pletely required the mobilization of all the forces of the 
nation. Perhaps never before has the success of a mili- 
tary undertaking required so much talent, devotion and 
labor from those not immediately associated with the 
combatant forces. The Congress, therefore, acted with 
great wisdom in providing that the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Cross should be the badge of conspicuous gallantry, 
and that there should be suitable recognition for those 
whose duties were of great responsibility, indispensable 
to the success of the Army, and yet involved no element 
of actual armed combat, and the bestowal of our Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal upon such commanders as 
Marshal Foch and the commanders of the several Allied 
forces has given it a dignity and an association with 
actual military operations which makes it a token of 
honorable and meritorious service, both to our nation 
and to the cause of humanity for which our own mili- 
tary enterprise was undertaken. 

“On Dee. 7 I received from General Pershing this 
recommendation: ‘It is recommended that the Distin- 
guished Service Medal be awarded Gen. Peyton OC. 
March, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., for exceptionally meri- 
torious and conspicuous service. As commanding gen- 
eral of the Army Artillery of the Ist Army, he initiated 
and prepared the plans for the organization of the Artil- 
lery of the American Army in France. As Chief of 
Staff of the U.S. Army he has rendered service of in- 
estimable value to his country.’ The President has ap- 
proved the recommendation of General Pershing, and I 
have asked you to assemble to-day to witness the presen- 
tation of the medal to General March. 

“It is a happy circumstance that General Pershing’s 
recommendation involved service abroad and service at 
home, and that we thus have from the commanding gen- 
eral of the Army abroad a recognition of the value of 
the services to that Army which were rendered by a 
soldier whose duties required him to remain in the 
United States. The Army of the United States consists 
of the American Expeditionary Forces and that great 
body of officers and men in the United States who were 
either preparing for foreign service or carrying forward 
the great enterprise of mobilization, instruction and 
equipment upon which the efficiency of the Expedition- 
ary Forces depended. The services of these soldiers dif- 
fered in opporiunity; but they did not differ in zeal or 
importance to the general cause, and I have especial 
happiness as I confer this medal in drawing your at- 
tention, and that of the country, to that part of Gen- 
eral Pershing’s recommendation which recognizes the 
services performed in America. We and the people of 
the entire country join in grateful recognition of the 
gallantry of our officers and men abroad; they gen- 
erously and with equal gallantry recognize the value of 
the labor of their associates in arms at home. 

“The major part of the services of General March re- 
ferred to in the recommendation of General Pershing 
have, of course, been performed as Chief of Staff. They 
have, therefore, been performed under my immediate 
observation, and I am happy to add my own personal 
commendation to that of General Pershing. General 
March has rendered services of inestimable value to his 
country without fear or favor. He has labored to build 
the Army, to co-ordinate the various branches of the 
Service, and to supervise the administration of mili- 
tary affairs with a view to the efficiency of our fighting 
forces, and that justice of administration in the Army 
itself upon which alone a sound spirit can be built. In 
acting as the President’s deputy to confer this medal 
I have perhaps no right to add my personal judgment, 
but to the members of the staff who have co-operated 
under General March’s supervision in this great busi- 
ness no such addition is necessary. I, therefore, con- 
gratulate the Army and the country upon the intelli- 
gence, zeal and patriotic devotion with which General 
March has performed his great duties, and in the name 
of the President I confer upon him the Distinguished 
Service Medal authorized by the Congress.” 

General March, upon receiving the medal, said: “Mr. 
Secretary, I accept this Distinguished Service Medal 
with a particular feeling of pleasure because it comes te 
me as the result of a straight military recommendation 
for service performed on both sides of the Atiantic, and 
not merely in recognition of the distinguished office 
which I hold by law as military head of the U.S. Army. 
We have authorized the bestowal of a number of these 
medals on officers serving in France, and I shall take 
pleasure during the next few days in recommending to 
you, Mr. Secretary, the names of officers at home whose 
services to the country have been of inestimable value. 
I should say in addition, Mr. Secretary, that I feel par- 
ticular pleasure in what you said to me personally, be- 
cause, while General Pershing knows what I did on the 
other side, you know better than any one what I have 
done at home. That adds to the medal.”

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THE FUTURE. OF WEST POINT. 

The American people have learned one fact of very 
great militfry-importance as the result of our experience 
in this war. This is that an army cannot be raised “be- 
tween sunrise and sunset.” But they have acquired, we 
fear, an erroneous impression that the proper ftraining 
of our Army officers ‘can be accomplished in a much 
shorter time than professional military’ opinion knows 
to be required. If the members of Congress truly repre- 
sent the thoughts and the voice of the people of the 
United States there can be no mistaking this impression. 
Senator Kirby said during a discussion of the Man- 
Power bill last August: “It seems to me that it would 
be absolutely foolish under conditions as they exist to 
increase the capacity of West Point to require three 
years to make a man an officer when you can train men 
in three months and make officers of them, and you are 
doing that right along, of the same grade, and lots of 
times of better ability than the man who has had three 
years’ training.” And we also find a Congressman s0 
well informed in military matters as Representative 
Kahn advocating the cutting down the course at the 
United States Military Academy to two years “in view 
of the fact that officers under the recent, emergency were 
secured in a few months.” He also urged increasing 
the age limit at the Military Academy from seventeen 
to twenty-one years to nineteen or twenty to twenty- 
three years, the reason he gave for this being “that 600 
er more colleges now give much of the training Army 
officers should have.” The effect of such a plan as Mr. 
Kahn puts forward would be to convert West Point into 
& post-graduate school to all intents and purposes. 

That the future of the Military Academy, in the light 
of such proposals as these we have quoted, is a matter 
of the gravest interest to all officers in the Army, 
whether or not they are graduates of West Point, is 
shown by the number of letters we have received on this 
subject of late, two of which we reproduce on another 
page in this issue, notably a letter from Brig. Gen. 
James Parker, U.S.A., and one signed “Colonel” from 
an officer who is not a graduate of the Military Academy. 
Our correspondents agree, as do all Army officers, and 
the members of the Academic Board at the Military 
Academy in particular, that the course at West Point 
can best be continued on the four-year basis with cer- 
tain modifications over the old-course which will bring 
the curriculum more up to date and in accordance with 
what the Army has learned in France of modern devel- 
opments in warfare. Indeed, many things have already 
been added to th® curriculum and certain lines attempted 
to make the course more modern and. effective. “As a 
contrast to such Congressional opinion as that quoted 
above we can state that the Congressional Board of Visit- 
ors holds strongly to the opinion that the Military Acad- 
emy should be continued under the four years’ course, 
proof of the success of which has been demonstrated by 
the brilliant record established by our Army in France, 
an achievement solely and completely due to the stand- 
ards of training established and maintained at West 
Point. 

Civilian advocates of the plan to shorten the course 
at the Military Academy have one main argument. This 
is that officers have been produced in from three to six 


months at the training camps and schools. As an addi- 
tional argument they maintain that if a man has two 
years of preparation work at a college it will give him 
& better grounding to work on than if he entered the 
Military Academy, instead of going to college, and spent 
the two years at West Point. ‘This is pure fallacy. 
Such a course of reasoning overlooks completely the 
moral and physical standards only attainable from a 
four years’ course and does not take into account the 
time element in connection with discipline, a thing 
of which the civilian has scant knowledge. All instruct- 
ors of officers and troops realize that by the end of the 
second. year officers and men new to tle Service are just 
beginning to understand ‘the reasons for and the meaning 
of discipline in its highest sense. And this condition is 
especially true at the Military Academy, where cadets 
and graduates alike know that at the end of the first 
year a cadet is only beginning to adjust himself to a 
proper understanding of the honor system and the hard 
training inculcated at West Point. As to the fact that 
officers have been turned out at the training camps and 
schools in from three to six months, every Army officer 
who acted as instructor at one of those camps or schools 
knows that.when the candidates were graduated these 
new officers were only a successful product of the train- 
ing course if they realized that they but had all their 
real education as officers before them. And it was only 
the graduates from these camps and schools who realized 
this fact who “‘made good” in the Army. 

That the old ideas as to military training and educa- 
tion at West Point will be preserved and that any post 
graduate courses will be established elsewhere is to. be 
fairly inferred from the remarks made on this subject by 
Secretary Baker in his annual report for 1918. .In 
speaking of possible future changes in the Army organi- 
zation Mr. Baker wrote: ‘In any case it is clear that 
the education of officers and a constant study of the sci- 
ence of. warfare will be necessary, and it is my hope 
that the great Military Academy at West Point can be 
supplemented by an enlargement and broadening of the 
special schools which are at present organized, but 
should be made to take on more the character of post- 
graduate courses and to develop and train research 
specialists in the several arms. ‘This subject, however, 
is one upon which casual comment is not helpful and I 
refer to it only because it seems the one clear indication 
from our experience as to our future policy.” 

Present Conditions at West Point. 

As to current conditions at West Point it will inter- 
est our readers to know that the present status of the 
Third Class there is that of student officers ;. they wear 
the uniform of officers and will graduate again in June, 
1919, their standing being determined by the course 
from now ‘tintil June. The cadets who entered the 
Academy in June, 1918, will be graduated in 1920 and 
will be given a special abridged course during the in- 
terim. The cadets who entered on Noy. 2 last will be 
graduated in 1921 and also will be given this special 
course. These arrangements were ordered by the War 
Department. 

All the cadets are being put in gray just as rapidly as 
the uniforms can be made. There will be 281 student 
officers (in olive drab) and 756 “gray” cadets, who wilt 
pursue the course as outlined above. The old course in 
tactics is being followed with a supplementary course 
in minor tactics, more time being given to the latter de- 
partment so that after dinner every day there is a con- 
tinuous drill of 350 cadets. Practically, this means that 
the “gray” cadets get instruction. in tactics every other 
day during the whole of the afternoon, student officers 
being used for drill purposes with the cadets, but are 
not used at ceremonies. Graduates of “the Point’ will 
be glad to learn that as-g final touch in the slow re- 
sumption of pre-war time conditions Cullum Hall has 
been opened for the usual dances.

SELLING UNSERVICEABLE ARMY MATERIALS. 

For the purpose of selling or disposing of unservice- 
able or worn gv vernment supplies and materials result- 
ing from the demobilization of the military forces, and 
the dismantling of camps and cantonments, Brig. Gen. 
Robert E. Wood, Acting Quartermaster General and Di- 
rector of Purchase and Storage, has directed that the 
Salvage Division take charge of the sate of all such 
property. This property will include material which 
cannot be repaired or reclaimed and made serviceable to 
the Army for the purpose originally intended and see- 
ond-hand materials, which includes materials and sup- 
plies which have been used’ and which can be sold jn 
their second-hand or used condition to better advantage 
than if repaired and held for subsequent use by the 
Army. The Salvage Division in the office of the Direc- 
tor of Purchase and Storage is to determine the method 
by which sales will be made and the conditions upon 
which bids will be received. All bids, however, are to 
be accompanied by a guatanty deposit of at least twenty 
per cent. of the amounf so bid, either in cash or by certi- 
fied check. In no ease will delivery of the property sold 
be made until the full purchase price has been paid. 
Zone supply officers, camp supply officers, ind other sup- 
ply officers with the assistance of the personnel of the 
Salvage Division are directed to classify the property on 
hand so that a board of survey can immediately con- 
vene or an inspector pass upon all such property for the 
purpose of effecting its condemnation and transfer to 
the Salvage Division for immediate disposition, either 
by public auction or upon sealed proposals. A govern- 
ing sales board on unserviceable property is’ to be ap- 





pointed by the Director of Purchase and Storage. This — 
board will consist.of the Chief of the Salvage Division, 
a representative of the Director of Purchase, a repre- 
sentative of the Director of Storage, a representative of 
the Director of Finance, and such other representatives 
from other divisions as may be deemed desirable. In 
addition, certain members, will be designated to act upon 
the governing sales board with respect to certain com- 
modities, in connection with which such members may 
be especially qualified to act. The governing sales board 
will act as a board of review, approval and direction in 
respect to sales of unserviceable property.

MepicaL ENLISTED RESERVE CoRPs. 

There has been considerable doubt as to the status of 
men in the Medical Enlisted Reserve Corps of the Army, 
especially as to those ordered to active duty from the 
Reserve. ‘We are informed by the Office of the Surgeon 
General of the Army that the status of the two groups 
are quite different. | Men who are in the Medical En- 
listed ‘Reserve Corps and have not been called to active 
duty will remain in that corps, until such time as the 
entire corps is demobilized; that is, individual applica- 
tions for discharge from the Medical Enlisted Reserve 
Corps will not be approved. It is impossible to predict 

- this time when the entire Medical Enlisted Reserve 
‘Corps, members of which are on inactive status, will be 
discharged. Men who were formerly in the Medical En- 
listed Corps, but have been called to active duty, are no 
longer members of the Medical Enlisted Reserve Corps, 
but are soldiers on active duty in the personnel of the 
Medical Department of the Army. Such men must 
await their turn in the general demobilization. It is 
reported, but actual orders have not yet reached the 
Surgeon General’s Office, that it is the intention to dis- 
charge in the near future all graduates of medicine, 
dentistry and veterinary medicine who are now serving 
as enlisted men. Until actual orders for this are issued, 
it should not be assumed that this will be done, and for 
the present it must be considered as simply. a rumor.

ing Corporation. Later he was detailed to duty with 
the rank of colonel and ordered to France, where he 


Was assigned to duty at General Lleadquarters of the 
Expeditionary Foree. General Vershing,” on Jan. 5, 
1918, appointed him Director of the Army Transport 
Service with the duty of co-operating with the trans- 
portation officers of France and England, and he per- 
formed this duty until April, 1918. Subsequently he 
was ordered to Washington and was commissioned a 
brigadier general and made Acting Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, when General Goethals was made Director of Pur- 
chase and Traffic. At this time General Goethals was 
engaged under the direction of the Chief of Staff in 
bringing about the reorganization which has practically 
removed from the bureaus and the Quartermaster Corps 
the purchase, storage and transportation of all supplies 
and placed the authority and respersibiuty for those 
duties in the new Division of Purchase, Storage and 
Traffic under the General Staff. In the furtherance of 
this plan one of the four subdivisions of the new system 
created was the Division of Purchase and Storage, and 
by Supply Circular 109, Nov. 4, General Wood was 
made its director with the responsibility for and au- 
thority over the purchase of such articles as are as- 
signed to his organization, and the storage, distribution 
and issue of all supplies for the Army. How efficiently 
he has conducted the enormous business is indicated by 
the warm praise of the work by the Secretary of War, 
and by Congressional committees which have inquired 
into his business methods. The magnitude of the oper- 
ations of his division may be measured by the value of 
some of the stocks on his shelves on Dec. 1: Clothing 
and equipage, $605,802,616; medical and hospital stores, 
$30,000,000; miscellaneous engineering stores, $5,932,- 
214; motor vehicles, $66,294,769.

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GENERAL BARNETT RETURNS. 

Major Gen. Commandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C., 
arrived at New York, Dec. 16 on the Leviathan from 
France. General Barnett was ill in Paris for some time. 
He went abroad to gather first hand information of the 
work of his command. He comes back, he said, prouder 
than ever of the U.S. Marines. General Barnett also 
expressed great admiration for the work of the Army 
and the Navy. The General was much interested in re- 
. ports that men were being discharged without proper 
arrangements for taking them home, and he said he 
would use his influence to have the men properly cared 
for. “I have obtained the indorsement of the Secretary 
of the Navy and the Surgeon General to the end that 
the wounded Marines shall not be mustered out of the 
Service,” he said. “Even those men who are unfitted 
for active service because of their wounds’ should be 
kept in the corps if possible and assigned for post duty 
and in the construction yard. They can be trained as 
mechanics. They must not be permitted to think that 
they have thrown away their limbs for their country 
and now are to be discarded.” General Barnett said 
that he would recommend that the peace strength of the 
Marines be fixed at 30,000 men. The present strength of 
the corps is 78,700 officers and men. General Barnett 
said the Marine brigades which are on German soil are 
commanded by Brig. Gens. Wendell C. Neville and Leyi 
K. Cole. Neville commanded at Vera Cruz in 1914.

SecRETARY BAKER AT ANNAPOLIS. 

In an address made at the annual conference of state 
Governors and Governors-elect, held at Annapolis, Md., 
on Dec. 16, Secretary of War Baker said the war has 
proved the indispensability of strong state governments 
in peace as well as in war time as the principal agen- 
cies for mobilizing and demobilizing armies, finding work 
for returning soldiers and developing better methods of 
physical training for young men. At the same time he 
pleaded that state authorities give cities more freedom 
to work out their individual local problems. Local and 
district boards will be dissolved at the end of the pres- 
ent month, he said. After that time, however, they will 
maintain an informal organization to assist employment 
bureaus in placing returned soldiers in industry. He 
emphasized the fact that one of the principal func- 
tions of states hereafter must be to “rescue young men 
from the situation shown during the recent mobilization, 
when one-third of the drafted men were found to be 
physically undeveloped or defective. We must realize 
that physical education is as necessary to the develop- 
ment of our youths as mental training.”

Camp SHERIDAN’s FINE REcorp. 

Camp Sheridan, Ala., headquarters of the 9th Divi- 
sion, U.S.A., has continued with undiminishing vigor 
since the signing of the armistice the regular training 
duty and with excellent results. ‘There has been no in- 
crease in the number of soldiers absent without leave or 
other evidence of disorderliness. ‘The morale of this 
camp has been high under the command of Major Gen. 
Willard A. Holbrook, U.S.A., who has taken a personal 
interest in everything pertaining to the advancement of 
the men of his division. Recently seven meetings were 
held to accommodate the attendance of every soldier in 
the camp. In his remarks General Holbrook compli- 
mented the men on the splendid manner in which they 
bore themselves under trying circumstances and urged 
them to conduct themselves as soldiers should, even after 
returning to civil life. He reminded them that a cer- 
tificate of honorable discharge from the Army would be 
a ticket of admission to many fields of endeavor in fu- 
ture years, and he cautioned them to do nothing that 
would prevert them from securing this evidence of hon- 
orable service. 


GENERAL MARCH’S WEEKLY INTERYIEW. 

In his weekly interview with the Washington corre- 
spondents on Dec. 14, Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of 
Staff, said; 

“We have cleared up during. the week the question of 
Christmas packages for France. The S.S. Maui, with 
20,000 sacks, and the. Pocahontas, which sailed on the 
Sth, with 12,000 sacks, completed a shipment of six 
ships carrying 96,000 sacks, which contained 2,248,000 
Christmas packages for our men in France, England 
and Italy. That will give a Christmas package to every 
one over there, and a surplus of some 200,000 packages 
so that every single officer and man, or person at- 
tached to the A.E.F. will get one package. This ecnor- 
mous shipment was handled by General Hines in New 
York without the slightest delay, everything going very 
smoothly. 

“The number of men released for discharge in 
America by orders from the War Department totals 
824,000 men. This does not mean that these men are 
discharged, but that they have been designated for dis- 
charge when the machinery can pass them out. These 
men embrace the following classes and numbers: 

“Industrial furloughs, 18,000; depot brigades, develop- 
ment battalions and replacements, 352,000. 

“Divisional troops, 15,000; corps and Army troops, 
42,000; Coast Artillery, 38,000; Engineers, 42,000; Med- 
ical Corps, 3,000; ordnance, 4,000; quartermaster, 
6,000. 

“United States Guards, 26,000; military aeronautics, 
13,000; spruce production, 30,000; Tank Corps, 7,000; 
Chemical Warfare Service, 7,000; anthracite coal miners, 
6,000; special’ service units, 10,000. 

“Students’ Army Training Corps, 160,000; Central 
Officers’. Training Schools, 30,000; attached, local draft 
boards, 3,000; Porto Rico troops, 12,000. 

“The machinery for the discharge of men, so far as 
we can: tell from the rather incomplete report we are 
getting, is turning out about 15,000 men a day, and we 
hope to double this figure. The discharge of officers has 
been going on very much more rapidly than the dis- 
charge of men. We have actually honorably discharged 
from the Service since the signing of the armistice 
17,203 officers. 

“The numbers of organizations and casuals Who hive 
actually sailed have been given out from day to day as 
we get them so that prompt information can be given 
to the press, and the numbers are 1,373 officers, 30,750 
men, 460 civilians and two prisoners. The number of 
organizations that have been designated for early con- 
voys since I last gave out the list has been increased by 
n number of other assignments which I will now give 
out. (The list is printed on another page.) : 

“The total number of officers and men now designated 
for early convoys is 5,653 officers and 135,262 men, up 
to and including Dec. 12. I was asked last week as to 
balloon organizations among the Air Service organiza- 
tions assigned for return from abroad, and in checking 
up the numerical designations of these organizations I 


. find that no’ balloon ‘unit has yet been assigned for re- 


turn to the United States.” 

In response to the question, “What Infantry units 
are in the Army of Occupation?’ General March gave 
this statement explaining that no Pioneer Infantry regi- 
ments were reported as being with those forces. Novyem- 
ber reports show following divisions included these In- 
fantry regiments: 1Ist—16th, 18th, 26th, 28th; 2d— 
9th, 23d, 5th Marines, 6th Marines; 3d—4th, 7th, 30th, 
38th; 4th—39th, 47th, 58th, 59th; 5th—6th, 11th, 60th, 
61st; 32d—125th to 128th, inclusive; 42d—165th te 
168th, inclusive; 79th—313th to 316th, inclusive; S9th 
—R853d to 356th, inclusive; 90th—357th to 360th, in- 
clusive; 7th—34th; 55th, 56th, 64th; 28th—109th to 
112th, inclusive; 33d—129th to 132d, inclusive. 

Answering various specific questions General March 
said the General Staff had nothing to give out on the 
subject of military training for men of nineteen years 
of age at present. The War Department has no foun- 
dation for the report that Co. C, 312th Inf., 79th Divi- 
sion, “was almost completely annihilated while fighting 
several months before the signing of the armistice.’”’ The 
80th Division, when last reported on. Nov. 21, was at 
Triaucourt, near Bar le Duc. The record of the 9ist 
Division is that it reached England between July 17 and 
26: was sent to Flanders on Nov. 1 to co-operate with 
the French; advanced over six kilometers against ar- 
tillery and machine gun fire and reached the heights 
northwest of Audenarde overlooking the Scheldt. On 
Novy. 3-4 patrol activity; on Nov. 5 withdrawn to billet- 
ing area. 

The 324th Field Artillery is attached to the 32d Di- 
vision, but the War Department has no separate in- 
formation as to its activities. The 33d Division could 
not be definitely located beyond the statement that it is 
in the Army of Occupation in Luxembourg or Lorraine. 
The 86th Division was reported on Nov. 21 at Le Mans, 
but there was no report of its coming home. After the 
St. Mihiel engagement the 82d entered the line on_the 
Argonne front, north of Chehery on Oct. 6 and con- 
tinued there in action along the Aire river, past St. 
Juvin until the end of October and was not reported in 
action after Oct. 29. The latest report from the divi- 
sion was on Nov. 21, when it was located at Prauthoy. 
The 321st Fietd Artillery Regiment of the 157th Brigade 
was at Les Islettes on Nov. 21. The 14th Engineers on 
Nov. 21 was at Rattentout, Vilesnes sur Meuse and 
Ablainville with the Ist Army. The 89th Division is in 
ffie Army of Occupation and on “Armistice Day.” Noy. 
10-11, it crossed the Meuse at Pouilly, Inor and Stenay. 

The following questions were askéd and answers giyen: 

“What is the status of drafted men who are now 
members of Regular Army organizations, for instance, 
the 22d Infantry, part of which is in Washington and 
part at Fort Hamilton? Will these men have to wait 
for discharge until all the National Army divisions are 
demobilized ? 

—— question has “been answered several times be- 
fore. Army regiments contain men who are in 
the Regular Service regardless of war, and they also 
contain men who enlisted for the war, and those men 
are in exactly the same status as a man who joined the 
Regular divisions organized from so-called National 
Army troops or National Guard troops. 

“There has been some discussion regarding the rights 
of individuals to wear the uniform after discharge. It 
seems that in a number of cases all over the country 
trouble has arisen due to the fact that men were wear- 
ing the uniform when they were civilians. Perhaps it 
would be of interest to put on record exactly what the 
status of that matter is. The law passed by- Congress 
contains this proviso: ‘Provided, That hereafter, upon 
the discharge-or furlough to the Reserve of an enlisted 





man, all uniform outer clothing then in his ssion, 
except such articles as he may be permitted to wear 


from the place of termination of his active service to 
his home, as authorized by this section will be retained 
for military use; and within four months after such 
termination of his active service he shall return all uni- 
form clothing which he was permitted to retain for wear 
to his home, by mail, under a franked label which shall 
be furnished him for the purpose,.and ‘in conformity 
with the instructions given him at the time of such 
termination of his active service; and in case he shall 
fail to return same within such period, and in accord- 
ance with such instructions, -he shall ‘be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, suffer punish- 
ment prescribed by this section.’ This is Chapter 17, 
Section 10, of an act making appropriations for the 
support of the Army for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1918. During last week the Secretary of War has sent 
to the Senate and the House a proposed draft of a bill 
to permit honorably discharged officers and enlisted men 


to retain, permanently one complete set of outer uniform 
clothing and such articles of equipment as may be au- 
thorized by Secretary of War, and to wear the uniform 
upon occasions of ceremony. It is hoped that this leg- 
islation will do away with all the troubles which have 
arisen due to the fact that men have been permitted to 
take the uniform and permitted to wear it for a period 
of not more than four months under legislation already 
enacted.” , 
Denying a false report that “sixty per cent. of the 


men of the 82d Division had beer? lost, killed, wounded 
and missing and the 328th Regiment of that division 
lost all of its officers,” General March said: “Noy. 13 
report showed shortage of officers and men and addi- 
tional officers and men requested by 82d Division was 
224 officers, 5,253 men. This disposes of the false re- 
port of a sixty per cent. Joss.” 

The Chief of Staff identified the regiment referred t6 
in the annual report of the Secretary of War in the 
phrase, “A single regiment of the 3d wrote one of the 
most brilliant pages in our military annals” as the 38th 
Regiment adding: “I think Col. U. S. MacAlexander is 
in command. Colonel MacAlexander was promoted to 
be a brigadier general for the period of the emergency 
for his very unusual conduct on that occasion.”

REPORT ON THE U.S. MARINE CORPS. 

The annual report of Major Gen. Commandant George 
Barnett, U.S. Marine Corps, for the fiscal year 1918, 
and dated Oct. 10, 1918, has been submitted to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. The Commandant, referring to the 
policy of obtaining all commissioned officers for the 
corps from its ranks says it has been strictly carried 
out and that the results have fully justified its adoption. 
The first officers’ training camp was established at 
Quantico, Va., in April, 1918, and the majority of its 
members graduated in the following July. Three hun- 
dred men were commissioned in that month and in Au- 
gust, 1918. ‘The second officers’ camp was established 
there in the same month. 


Permanent Strength of Marine Corps. 

General Barnett believes Congress should be asked to 
legislate as to the permanent strength of the Marine 
Corps after the war so that the necessary procedure 
may be instituted to consider the value of officers now 
in the Service whose cases will have to be passed on to 
determine their retention in the corps and also that 
arrangements may be made for the proper quartering of 
the permanent personnel after the war. “It is true that 
events may happen to change the decision made by 
Congress at this time, but it would still be of great 
value to headquarters, Marine Corps, to know approxi- 
mately what number of officers and men they would 
have to provide for after the war,” the report says. 
The Commandant adds that at the hearings last session 
before the Committee on Naval Affairs he placed the 
future number of men permanently required at 31,500 
and nothing “¥ y transpired to change his ‘opinion. 
He adds that the authorized strength of the Marine 
Corps for the present should be 75,000 effectives. “Pro- 
vision should be made for a large number of casualties 
that may take place at any time,” he says, adding, “‘at 
one time during the year the Marine Corps had about 
6,000 casualties within a very short time.” 

Recommendation is made that members of the marine 
band receive inereased pay for longevity. It is also 
recommended that officers of the staff department be re- 
lieved of having to pay the premiums on bonds they are 
required to give the Government.. General Barnett be- 
lieves the Government should assume such indebtedness. 
He also urges that the practice of requiring officers who 
are sent to hospitals, either in France or elsewhere, to 
pay one dollar per day for subsistence and who are 
also checked the value of one day’s Navy ration per day 
should be abolished. The Marine Corps appropriation 
does not cover the pay, allowances, etc., of female re 
servists.in the corps who are employed in clerical work, 
and ‘the recommendation is made that the law be so 
amended as to make the words “enlisted men” appli- 
cable to women regularly enlisted or enrolled in the 
naval service so far as regards pay, allowances, gratui- 
ties and other benefits granted by law to the enlisted 
personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps is concerned. 
Attention of the Navy Department is also invited to the 
necessity of modifying the present law covering the pay- 
ment for traveling expenses to officers traveling under 
orders. The present limit is $5 per day. Recommen- 
dation is made that the legitimate expenses incurred be 
authorized. The suggestion is further made that war- 
rant officers and enlisted men who are on a permanent 
status in the Regular Service and who accept appoint- 
ments to higher commissioned or warrant grades in the 
Marine Corps Reserve have no guarantee that they can 
or will be restored to their former positions in the per- 
manent Service upon the termination of the present 
emergency, “as have those who are given temporary ap- 
pointments in the Regular Service,” and that they be 
provided for by legislation so that the desired results 
may be obtained. 

Retommendation is also made that in the case of the 
promotion to rank above that of major of retired officers 
of the Marine Corps on active service “it would be but 
an act of justice to retired officers of the rank of major 
and lieutenant colonel who are performing active duty 
during the war to provide for their promotion as is 
done in the Army.” Approval is given..to the practice 
of enrolling women in the Marine Corps Reserve for 
clerical duty at-headquarters and with staff officers with 
a view to releasing men for active service. 

* Our Marines Overseas. 

Reference is made to the excellent work of the Marines 
in Cuba, Haiti and Santo Domingo. During the year 
the following troops have been serving with the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Force in. France: 5th and 6th Regi- 
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ments, Ist M.G. Battalion, Ist, 2d and 3d Replacement 
Battalions, Ist M.G. Replacement Battalion, 3d, 4th, 
5th and éth Casual Replacement Battalions, 1st Sep- 
arate M.G. Battalion, and 13th Regiment, totaling 495 
officers and 19,807 men; and a part of the 11th Spegi- 
ment, totaling forty-five officers and 1,514 men, is now 
en route. High praise is given the Marine Corps for 
the important and gallant part it has taken in the war 
overseas, while the official commendations of General 
Pershing, General Degoutte, commanding the 6th French 
army; General Harbord, and others are quoted. 

The number of officers killed is given as forty-four 
and wounded seventy-six, while the enlisted men killed 
numbered 1,116 and the wounded 2,832. Referring to 
the present enlisted force it is shown that the total 
gain during the year was 24,831 and the total loss 
4,255, leaving the net gain 20,576. 
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BUREAU OF STEAM ENGINEERING. 

Rear Admiral Robert S. Griffin, Engineer-jn-Chief 
of the U.S. Navy, in his annual report, dated Oct. 11, 
1918, as Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, 
states that since the United States became a belligerent, 
the magnitude of the engineering work of ‘the Navy, 
both mechanical and electrical, has been—not only in 
its actual amount, but in the rapid development of 
facilities for its execution—without a parallel, for the 
same period of time, in the history of the world’s navies. 

Admiral Griffin goes into interesting details regard- 
ing the scope and magnitude of the bureau's work and 
states that it is charged with the care and repair of the 
great bulk of machinery of 1,959 vessels in service, or 
soon to be comthissioned. He tells, among other things, 
of the enlargement of machinery plants at navy yards 
and of the district bases at the private plants where 
extensions were financed by the Navy. For the repair 
work and supply of our ships abroad the bureau main- 
tained five major bases—three in France, one in Great 
Sritain and one at Gibraltar. There are also two minor 
bases in or near the Mediterranean and is re- 
enforced by the services of six repair ships. 

Fire Control and Radio Equipment. 

Since the beginning of the war the most important 
work of the bureau in electrical lines has been a re- 
modeling and improvement of fire control system on all 
ships from battteships to gunboats, and in the installa- 
tion of communication systems for the service of the 
guns on transports and ships carrying armed guards. 
All matters relating to radio. equipment on vessels and 
stations are directed by the bureau except the actual 
operation. Radio installations for ships buiit and under 
contract are approximately 4,000,and the radio service 
on shore. which the bureau maintains, is now approxi- 
mately 210 stations. The bureau has also had charge 
of the machinery equipment, supply and maintenance of 
all Navy airplanes, flying boats, sea sleds and aircraft 
generally. 

Repair of German Ships; New Construction. 

“The swift repair of the German ships taken over by 
our Government,” says Admiral Griffin, “is one of the 
most striking and dramatic performances in the history 
of engineering in our Navy. When war was declared 
108 of these ships of all classes were thus taken over, 
and, of these. practically all were found’ to have been 
damaged willfully by their German crews. The grave 
importance of the speedy repair of these ships is shown 
by the fact that. twenty of the 103, converted to trans- 
ports, can carry 70,000 troops in one trip. The repair 
work, done at express speed, was one of great magnitude. 

“In ships built and building the United States has 
now a larger force of destroyers than that of any other 
navy. This increase has not been gradual, but has been 
attained by giant strides within a year. The difficulties 
encountered in such unprecedented progress have no 
parallel in warship construction anywhere at any time.” 
How the difficulties were solved with regard to the chief 
problem—machinery—Admirg| Griffin tells at consider- 
able length. In brief, to biffld the 150 destroyers within 
the eighteen months specified, new facilities had to be 
created, especially as in addition to the absence of avail- 
able plants there was a lack of enthusiasm among some 
of the shipbuilders. 

When these first conferences were held, the speed con- 
templated was twenty-eight knots. Subsequently, how- 
ever, the speed was changed to thirty-five knots, which 
change presented a totally different problem so far as 
the machinery of these vessels was concerned. The most 
difficult situation to be met was the one of forgings. 
For twenty-eight knots, it was possible to use solid 
forgings, and utilize facilities which were not available 
if hollow forgings were required. There were only two 
large works which could handle the forgings of all sizes 
that were needed for the 35-knot vessels, and neither of 
these firms was at all keen to do any of this work. In 
view of all this, it was clear that the new. program de- 
manded a large increase in the forging facilities of this 
eountry. ” 

The shipyards were filled with work, not only for the 
Navy but for the Emergency Fleet Corporation, and 
questions of priority had to be decided as to how far one 
class of work should be given preference. After several 
conferences with shipbuilders it was decided to allot 
twenty destroyers to Newport News, twenty to the New 
York Shipbuilding Company, twenty-five to Cramps, 
and eighty-five to the Bethlehem Corporation as repre- 
sented by Fore River and the Union Iron Works. 

The report tells how new shipyards necessary were 
built and ships were extended and equipped, and how 
machinery was procured from different firms throughout 
the counfPy. 

Designs of Ships and Engines. 

In referring to the division of design of which Rear 
Adrfiiral C. D. Dyson is in charge, the report states that 
during the fiscal year 1918 plans, estimates and specifi- 
cations were prepared for the following vessels: Battle- 
ships Nos. 49 to 54, inclusive; battle cruisers Nos. 1 to 
G, inclusive; destroyer tenders Nos. 3 and 4; ammuni- 
tion ship No. 1; sea-going mine sweepers Nos. 1 to 54, 
inclusive; airplane wrecking barges Nos. 2 to 8, inelu- 
; torpedo testing barge No. 3; 150-foot sea-going 
tugs; SS-foot harber tugs. 

Also a large number of detailed working plans and 
specifications were drawn for 200-foot patrol boats, the 
Nagles, and gunboat No. 21, and specifications .were 
prepared for destroyers Nos. 186 to 535, inclusive. In 
addition, preliminary work was done on a 250-foot patrol 
beat, on destroyer leaders, and on machinery for mis- 
<éllaneous yard craft. 

Complete detail plans were made during the year for 
experimental design of a two-cycle Diesel engine for sub- 
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marines, and also for an improved type of gasoline 
engine for 35-foot and 40-foot motor boats. he pro- 
pelling machinery formerly installed in the 50-foot 
steamers being of the reciprocating engine type, a re- 
design was made, using turbo-reduction-gear propelling 
units and oil-burning boilers. Extended tests of one of 
these boilers were made at the fuel-oil testing plant, navy 
yard, Philadelphia. The results obtained indicate that 
the boiler will‘be highly efficient. 
Division of Repairs. 

Comdr. W. A. Smead-is in charge of the Division of 
Repairs and the report states that our repair vessels 
abroad have done most excellent work, a fact which 
has frequently been cominented upon by the commander 
of our forces in European waters and by the officers of 
foreign navies. The upkeep of vessels of the regular 
Navy has not presented such a large problem as that of 
former merchant ships taken over as troop transports or 
cargo vessels. There are several reasons for this: naval! 
vessels are built for war purposes, they are better built, 
they have a proper number of spare parts, and their ma- 
chinery plans are on file in this bureau. Nine hundred 
and thirty-three merchant vessels were taken and fitted 
out during the year. Two thousand one hundred and sev- 
enty of various types of gasoline engines were authorized 
during 1918, and of this number 512 were completed. 

Electrical Division. 

In the Electrical Division, in charge of Comdr. W. S. 
Castle, installations of fire control ard interior com- 
munication made, cover a wide field. They include the 
ammunition supply telegraph system, the Forbes log 
system, loud-speaking telephone systems, smoke tele- 
graph systems, electric engine order telegraphs, Sperry 
speed indicator, shaft revolution indicator, and the 
switchboards and wiring for the following: The broad- 
side director follow-the-pointer systems, the director eor- 
rection system, plotting indicators in the tops and fire- 
control tower, the automatic dead reckoner system, 
range and deflection systems, and range keepers. Much 
work has been done on airplane heating, lighting and 
intercommunication systems, on a kite balloon telephone 
set, on devices for night landing of seaplanes at operat- 
ing base, and on a portable landing device for mounting 
on seaplanes. In co-operation with the Signal Corps of 
the Army, a scheme for sound ranging on airplanes was 
developed. From the results of experiments with this 
system, listening devices were designed and arrange- 
ments were made for their manufacture. 

Previous to July 1, 1917, there were two devices for 
submarine detection in service. One of these was the 
Fessenden oscillator, which was primarily intended for 
sending and receiving underwater signals; the other was 
a device developed by_the General Electric Company. 
Sinee then, eight other devices for submarine detection 
have been developed and have been made in quantity, not 
only for our own Navy, but for the British Admiralty 
and the French Ministry of Marine. Modified forms of 
these devices have also been designed for use in the pro- 
tection of the Atlantic coast of the United States. 

Radio Division. 

Work in the Radio Division, of which Lieut. Comdr. 
S. C. Hooper and H. P. LeClair, U.S.N., have been in 
charge, includes 1,282 new installations aboard ships. 
The remodeling ‘of the radio installations on twenty-two 
units of the Battleship Fleet, in order to provide for their 
efficient operation with the British Grand Fleet, has 
been practically completed. A large number of the 
units of the fleet and its auxiliaries have been equipped 
with radio compasses and radio telephone transmitting 
and receiving sets, both apparatus being of the greatest 
practical value. The radio equipment of submarines 
has been replaced by apparatus of improved design, giv- 
ing greater reliability and increased range of communi- 
eation. 

During the fiscal year, four of the high-power radio 
stations on the Atlantic coast—Sayville, Tuckerton, 
New Brunswick and Marion—have been developed into 
efficient transmitting stations capable of continuous 
radio communication with Europe. Fifty naval radio 
coastal stations and seventy-five commercial coastal sta- 
tions, taken over by the Government, have been main- 
tained during the fiscal year, and various additions, im- 
provements, and enlargements essential to the prosecu- 
tion of the war have been made or provided for. 

Machinery Division. 

In noting the work of the machinery divisions the re- 
port states regarding new construction that the machin- 
ery work of battleship No. 40, New Mexico, is now 
ninety-nine per cent. completed. It was advanced about 
forty-six per cent. during the fiscal year. The machin- 
ery work of battleship No. 43, Tennessee, is 33.48 per 
cent. completed. This percentage was practically all ob- 
+ained during the past fiscal year. The tentative date 
set for the completion of the machinery work of this 
vessel is Dec: 1, 1919. ‘The starboard units of the new 
propelling machinery of the battleship North Dakota are 
ready for installation, and but little work remains on 
the port units. 

The volume of work of the Supply Division, under 
Lieut. C. K. Mallory, U.S.N., retired, has grown enor- 
mously during the fiscal year, and its opérations have 
been made more complex owing to the activities of other 
Government agencies and to the unusual business con- 
ditions which have prevailed. During this period there 
was a total of more than 24,000 requisitions handled, as 
compared with 9,000 during the previous year. Also, 
about 1,300 schedules, covering material to be purchased, 
were referred to the bureau, as against 600 in the fiscal 
year 1917. i 

The activities of the Fuel and Personnel Division, 
under Comdr. N. H. Wright, U.S.N.; the Division of 
Aeronautics, under Comdr. A. K. Atkins, U.S.N.; Divi- 
sion of Logs and Records, under Comdr. W. W. White, 
U.S.N., and at various navy yards are also given jn 
detail. 





UNITED STATES COAST GUARD. 

The annual report of Capt. E. P. Bertholf, Captain 
Commandant of the United States Coast Guard, for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1918, and dated Oct. 11, 1918, 
has been submitted to the Secretary of the Navy. It is 
shown that the Coast Guard has operated as & part ef 
the Navy during the fiscal year and its various units, 
consisting of vessels and stations have been operating 
in most instances in connection, with the several nayal 
fleets and districts. The personnel on June 30 last in- 
cluded 228 commissioned. officers, thirty-six cadets, 
twelve warrant officers and 5,920 enlisted men. . 

While work in connection with the prosecution of the 
war has been the paramount duty of the Coast Guard 
during the year certain other functions, notably those in 


connection with the saving of life and property, have 
not been neglected. The number of persons rescued 
from. peril was 1,250, the fines and penalties incurred 
by vessels reported amounts to $216 ; instances of 
lives saved and vessels assisted, 1,, ; and persons on 
board vessels assisted, 11,084. The total vatue of prop- 
erty saved from danger has been appraised by the vari- 
ous units at $15,198,322. 

On June 30 last there were twenty-six line cadets and 
ten cadet engineers under instruction at the Coast Guard 
Academy at New London, Conn, During the year there ~ 
were 116 trials by courts-martial, 214 by summary eourts- 
martial and 261 by deck courts, totaling 691 cases. 
There were three trials of commissioned officers, three 
of warrant officers and 110 of enlisted men. It was 
practicable to detail only one vessel to cruise in Bering 
Sea to enforce the law and the treaty for the protec- 
tion of the fur seal. It is recommended that the author- 
ized ant of the five revenue cutters apprepriated for be 
increased. - 
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BUREAU OF CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR. 

The annual report of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair of the Navy for the fiscal year 1918 bears date 
of Oct. 14 and unlike the other annual reports is un- 
signed. In noting the expansion of the work of the bu- 
reau it is stated that the total expenditures controlled 
entirely by the bureau, plus expenditures in connection 
with the construction of new vessels controlled jointly 
with the Bureau of Steam Engineering, for the fiscal 
year 1916, amounted in round figures to $32,000,000. 
The same expenditures for the fiseal year 1917 amounted 
to $57,500,060, while for the last fiscal year they had 
increased to $157,500,000, an increase of some 400 per 
cent. as compared with 1916. After moving into the 
new office building of the Navy Department in Septem- 
ber, 1918, the bureau, for the first time in years, had 
all its force under one roof, with adequate space. The 
expansion of the work of the bureau during the year re- 
quired some changes in organization resulting in the 
following divisions: Design, Production, Maintenance, 
Administration, Contracts, Shore Establishments, Sup- 
ply, and Aircraft. - 

New construction during the year was concentrated 
upon light vessels, these including 110-foot submarine 
chasers, destroyers, mine sweepers, sea-going tugs, etc. 
Work was largely, but not wholly, suspended upon capi- 
tal ships, and with the construction of the lighter ves- 
sels well in hand, more energy will be devoted to the 
larger vessels during the present fiscal year. Note is 
made of the construction of the Eagle class boats_at the 
Ford plant in Detroit and of the building of the supple- 
mentary erecting plant at Newark, N.J., in order that 
the delivery of completed Eagles may be continued 
through the winter, which will not be possible from the 
Detroit plant, owing to the freezing of the channel from 
the Jakes in December. 

The construction of aircraft has been an important 
part of the work of the bureau during the year, civilian 
engineers having been brought into the Aircraft Divi- 
sion working under the direction of Navy officers famil- 
iar with the methods of the Navy Department. An 
American-designed flying boat, used by the British Ad- 
miralty, was operating successfully in England in 1917 
and this type was recommended by a board of officers 
after it had been modified to suit our manufacturing 
conditions and American engines. This boat carried 
two Liberty engines. A single Liberty-engined Curtiss 
flying boat was also adopted, and these two boats were 
operating along our coast and -in foreign waters, and 
production, which lagged for a time, was proceeding at 
a rate exceeding present requirements at the time the 
report was written. A surplus stock of training sea- 
planes was also in hand when the report was closed. 
The Aircraft Division of the bureau has also produced 
kite balloons, parachutes, and has worked’ out a new 
model of a non-rigid dirigible, the first of which has 
beep successfully tested. A commission sent abroad 
early in 1918 by the Joint Army and Navy Airship 
Board to investigate and report upon the design and 
construction of rigid airships of the Zeppelin type has 
returned to this country and its recommendations are 
under consideration. 

The systematic development of salvage work has been 
one of the features of the bureau during the year. The 
handling of this work by the Navy Department has the 
advantages of the ships being under military control 
and permits the close co-operation between vessels en- 
gaged in salvage work and vessels engaged in the mili- 
tary patrol of the coast. This bureau in connection 
with the Bureau of Navigation and the Chief of Naval 
Operations, is engaged in developing the service. It has 
one vessel manned by Navy crews operating on our 
coast. In addition one steamer building and three in | 
process of alteration will be ready before the winter sets 
in. It is expected to assign additional units for ser- 
vice in European waters. 

An arrangement was made with the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation by which this bureau undertook the prepa- 
ration of camouflage designs for all vessels and research 
work on the general question of protective painting, the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation forming an organization 
to superintend the application of camouflage designs to 
all vessels. Up to Oct. 1, 1918, vessels to the number 
of 1,127 had been specially painted with designs pre- 
pared by the bureau. In addition the bureau has 
equipped a laboratory for research work in connection 
with protective painting at Rochester, N.Y. 
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NAVAL OBSERVATORY. 


Rear Admiral T. B. Howard, U.S.N., retired, as Su- 
perintendent of the Naval Observatory, in his annual 
report dated July 1, 1918, for the fiscal year ended June 
20, 1918, states that the progress of the year has been 
rather in the direction of increased numbers of instru- 
ments received and shipped rather than in the direction 
of new types developed. Certain new instruments have 
been designed and manufactured or purchased, and con- 
siderable progress has been made in standardization. 
Great progress has been made with aviation protogra- 
phy. Two forms of camera have been adopted as stand- 
ard: for naval use the Eastman hand-held camera, type 
A, modified, and for flying over land the Army type L 
semi-automatic camera. Most complete outfits of ground 
cameras, developing and printing equipment, enlarging 
oullits, and projection outfits have been assembled and 
are being issued. . 

The work of all divisions of the Naval Observatory 
engaged in the inspection and supply of compasses and 
compass equipment, navigational instruments and in- 
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struments for aviation increased to such proportions dur- 
ing the ‘year that it necessitated the enlargement of all 
divisions of the department of material and the addition 
of some new divisions to take care of the increased work. 
The submarine and battleship equipments are of the 
types furnished heretofore and have met with no delays 
in delivery. In fact, the submarine equipments are well 
in advance of construction. “The destroyer equipments 
include the twin gyro master compass, which was first 
adopted last fiscal year and installed this year on the 
first of the new destroyers. The report tells in detail 
of the activities of the observatory as to the manufac- 
ture and supply of various nautical instruments, astro- 
nomical observations, inspections, time service, ete. 
mong the officers mentioned in the report are the 
following: Comdr.

Surveys and Charts. 

Owing to the exigencies of the war the only surveys 
that have been carried on by the Navy are: The U.S.S. 
Supply has completed the hydrographic survey around 
the island of Guam and to the southwestward over Gal- 
vez bank. The U.S.S. Marblehead has completed the

survey of Sacate Island channel, Gulf of Fonseca. 





topography west of the Guantanamo River has been 
completed. ‘The survey partly located a site for the 
erection of a tower for range-finder calibration. The 
U.S.S. Hannibal and the U.S.S. Paducah made recon- 
naissance surveys from East Point, Isla de Pinos to 
Largo Cay. 

New navigational charts, other than those from our 
own surveys, have been prepared from foreign surveys, 
this exchange being reciprocal in the interest of con- 
venience and economy for All. The development and 


progress of aviation has of itself created a necessity of 
new forms of charts, distinct from those known and used 
as navigational charts, and a progressively increasing 
amount of labor is required in that interesting field. It 
was found that ies of Coast and Geodetie Survey 
chayts extendi g the Atlantic and Gulf coasts are 
suitable bases for aviation data, and, by the hearty co- 
operation of that office, those charts are being promptly 
supplied as requested for that purpose. Submarines also 
have added slightly to the sum total of hydrographic in- 
formation required in the activities of the present day. 
The office has prepared and mounted a number of wall 
maps and special charts and combinations of charts for 
the office of the Chief of Naval Operations, General 
Board, Bureau of Navigation, and other offices, Some 
are of a confidential nature. The publication and issue 















have been maintained of four monthly and two quar- 
terly Pilot Charts, covering different sea areas and giy- 
ing latest information in graphic form as to routes 
winds, currents, derelicts, ice, fog, ete. - 

In all forty-three new navigational charts were pro- 
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duced during the year, of which, twenty-two were photo- 
zincographed from originals and twenty-one were en- 
graved and then zincographed. Twenty-four new copper 
plate engravings were finished during the year, twenty- 
nine chart copper plates were extensively improved by 
the incorporation of new surveys and other importaht 
data, and 494 copper plates received minor amendments.

Major Gem William L. Kenley, U.S.A., Directer of 
Military Aeronautics, in his report to the Secretary of 
War for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1918, which is 
dated Nov: 3, points out that though the Division ef 
Military Aeronautics was April 24, 
1917, it was agreed that the duties entrusted to it and 
previously carried out by the Signal Corps should be 
covered in this report in order to present a continuous

The report that the fiscal year 1918 saw avia- 
tion develop from a wholly subsidiary branch of the 
Army as the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps to a 
position ef extreme and decisive importance as the Air 
Service, directly under the Chief of Staff. From the 
insignificant beginnings it came within the year 
to be one of America’s major efforts in the war.

“This is all the more surprising when America’s 
previous backwardness in aviation is considered,” the 
report says. “This country has stood practically still 
in aerial progress while the war in Europe brought 
about an extraordinary advance. From all this the 
United States was entirely shut off up to the time it 
abandoned neutrality. So little exact knowledge was 


available that the first American planes to go with the 





expedition into Mexico in March, 1916, were all ren- 
dered useless in accidents within a short time of ar- 
rival. ‘There was practically no aviation technique here 


comparable to Europe's, almost negligible manufaetur- 
ing facilities, not a hundred trained flyers, and only the 
most rudimentary facibities for training. Moreover, na 
one had any adequate appreciation of the intricacy and 
skill required in the making of either an airplane or. the 
training of a pilot. 

“As against this stagnation Europe’s progress in two 
and one-half years of war had been tremendous. ‘The 
first planes to go to the front in 1914 had been few in 
number, unequipped with radio, machine bombs, 
r photographic apparatus, and entirely unproved in 
i value. Their extraordinary success, however, 
in disclosing the size of the German concentration in 
m at once brought them into a position of great 
Yery shortly radio was instailed to replace 
ling by dropping tinsel or making curious 
the pistols of the pilots gave way to machine 
guns; the easy-going system of dropping bombs over the 
ide were replaced by regular bombing planes, and the 

sional taking of photographs by an intricate system 
of picturing every mile of the front. Engine power in- 
ereased to 200, 300, 400, 500 horsepower; huge plancs 
with large carrying capacity were being developed fer 
night bombing; and operations were taking place by 
whole squ-drons in various air strata—light, 
seater day bombers around 9,000 feet, and photographic 
and observation planes around 6,000 feet.” 

“In contrast to all this development the United States 
at the time of its entry into the war stood very little 
ahead of where it had been before the world war broke 
out. Aviation both in its personnel and its equipment 
was included in that part of the Signal Corps known as 
the Aviation Section which had been established by 
Congress on July 18, 1914. On April 6, 1917, the total 
assets on hand consisted of sixty-five efficers, 1,120 men, 
two small flying fields, less than 300 very second-hand 
training planes, practically no manufacturing facilities 
and only the most- meager technical information as to 
Europe’s startling developments.” 

The report conginues that the coming of the British 
and French missions, in the last part of April, 1917, 
completely revolutionized conditions in many directions. 
Szpporting an urgent cable from the Premier of France 
eailing for 2,000 planes a month and a total of 5,000 
pilots and 50,000 mechanicians the $640,000,000 appro- 
priation, the largest ever made by Congress for one 
specific purpose was drawn up, put through the House 
and the Senate in less than one week and became a Jaw. 
On this date, the report declares, the present large pro- 
gram was realiy launched, two months and a half after 
the outbreak of the war and largely in response to Allied 
appeals. 

It became obvious toward the end of the year, how- 
ever, that the system of organization of an aviation sec- 
tion as a subsidiary branch was not functioning effi- 
ciently so a separate independent service was decided 
upon and it has worked suceessfully ever since. An 
early defect discovered in the reorganization devcloped 
when there appeared to be inadequate liaison between 
the Bureau of*Aircraft Production and the Division of 
Military Aeronautics, the one being responsible for the 
production of planes and the other for their operation 
and military efficiency, but this difficulty was overcome. 
The persommel side of the Air Service including the 
selection, training and organization and operation of the 
flying forces developed for t':e fiscal year 1918 into an 
educational s~stem infinitely larger and more diverse 
than anyone aad anticipated. “Teaching men to fly, 
to send messages by wireless, to operate machine guns 
in the air, to know artillery fire by its bursts, and to 
travel hundreds of miles by compass, teaching other men 
to read the enemy’s strategy from aerial photographs, 
and still others to repair instruments, ignition systems, 
propellers, airplane wings, and motors, has required a 
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network of flying fields and schools, a large instrue 
tional force, and a maze of equipment and curricula.” — 
Flying fields were provided, men selected as fiyers 
and an entire turning program planned, but the program 
was held up considerably by lack of equipment. This 
was remedied Jater. During the fiscal year there were 
152 fatalities while flying, chiefly due to inexperience of 
the flyers. The report observes that a noteworthy event 
of the year was the opening on May 15 last of the first 
regular aerial mail service in this country between New 
York and Washington.

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BUREAU OF AIRCRAFT PRODUCTION. 

The report of John D. Ryan, Director of the Bureat 
of Aircraft Production, which is signed by W. C. 
ter as Acting Director of Aircraft Production, is a com 
paratively brief document, covering, as it does, only the 
period from May 24 to June 30, 1918. For the 
of showing what has been accomplished ‘in developing 
the manufacturing resources of this country in quantity

therefor. “Some idea may be gained from this list of 
the task of developing and getting into production the 
various products required by the Air Service, most of 
them never before having been produced in this country 
and representing a new art, to develop which both engi 
neers and skilled workmen have to be trained-and made 
proficient,” the report says. 
In the matter of production the total battleplanes 
produced. up to May 24, 1918, wag 148 and from that 
date to June 30, 1918, 393, while the number of train- 
ing planes produced to May-24, 1918, was 5,091, and 
from that date to June 30, 1918, the output® was 523. 
A special French engineering mission and one frof: Italy 
were brought to the United States and undertock the 
development of experimental planes of various ty €8s 
which were to be carefully tested and put into imms 
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ate production if satisfactory 
manufacturing facilities of this country are being rap- 
idly developed for the production of complete battle- 
planes, the report adds, and also for the production of 
finished parts, which were sent overseas for assembly. 
Up to June 30, 1918, there had been disbursed in cash 
a total of $208,419,894, covered by Air Service. material 
and a total of $164,898,494 for buildings, flying fields, 
training and maintenance. 

“One of the most difficult problems which continually 
faces the director of this bureau is the securing of the 
proper personnel to carry on the activities of this very 
specialized industry, about which so little was—known 
in this country at the-time war was declared. With the 
other activities of the Government the problem grows 
more serious each day,” the report states. - An increase 
iu personnel from May 24 to June -30, 1918, is shown 
to have been approximately twenty-four per cent. The 
report eoneludes: “The necessity for continued liaison 

ice between France and this country increases daily, 
but with the rapid training of the men responsible for 
the direction of the various departments this situation 








should be materially improved. ‘The bureau has also 
started the practice of sending experts‘in production 
and inspection from the. United States to study methods 
used by the Allies and take advantage of their four 
years’ experience. An invitation on the part of the 


Allies has been given to the manufacturing plants of 
the United States to send their officers and plant mana- 

rs to Europe to study European methods and adopt 
from their practice what will be of advantage to sup- 
ement American methods.”

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PAYMASTER GENERAL OF THE NAVY. 

tear Admiral Samuel McGowan, U.S.N., Paymaster 
General of the Navy, in his annual report to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for the fiscal year 1918, dated Sept. 30, 
1918, states that the United States entered the 
war the record for one year’s purchases was $27,000,000. 
Since that time the high-water mark is more than $30,- 
000,000 in a single day, the total amount of munitions 
purchased during the twelve months being more than 
$500,000,000. 

‘The Navy spent considerablg more than $1,500,000 
a day during the early part of the war,” the report con- 
tinues. “Business of this volume, particularly as it 
was centralized and controlled, became an importént 
factor in the business of the entiré nation. In other 
words, the war bound up the problem of handling the 
Navy’s buying with the course of developments in the 
industrial life of the entire nation. A knowledge of

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U.S. ARTILLERY DEMONSTRATION. 
THE ABERDEEN PROVING GROUND. 


At a demonstration of Artillery tests at the Aberdeen 
(Md.) Proving Ground on Dec. 17; in the presence of 
Assistant Secretary of War Benedict Crowell and a 
group of Army officers, and a number of representa- 
tives of the press, the great strides which America 
had made in the production of ordnance in the last 
eighteen months was shown in a way that impressed all 
with the belief that had the war gone on Germany would 
most Certainly have suffered a destruction comparable 
with that of northern France. 


Under Col. William A. Phillips, commandant, and 
his staff the tour of this 36,000 acre tract at Aberdeen 
proved a revelation even to Army officers whose duties 
brought them into close contaet with War Department 
activities. The tank and tractor demonstrations were 
simply amezing, while the railroad artillery. was. impres- 
sive in its completeness and its disclosures of offensive 
and defensive arms and plans which may be regarded as 
an absolute guarantee that in the future our sea coasts 
will be adequately guarded in eveny respect. In -telling 
of the development of Aberdeen, Colonel Phillips gave 
these interesting details: Appropriation set. aside by 
Congress on Oct. 6, 1917; construction authorized Oct. 
15, designed to test ordnance for an army of 500,000 
men; field force on the ground Oct. 20, and railway 
started from Aberdeen; force moved out and lived in 
shacks Nov. 21. By Jan. 2, 1918, the-railroad was fin- 
ished and 200 cars of material pulled in to the ground. 
All the mobile artillery was moved from Sandy Hook on 
Jan. 5 and by Jan. 7, at noon, actual fighting tests com- 
menced. 

In the first month tests were made for a supply of 
2,600,000 rounds and this was doubled in succeeding 
months as the work expanded, so that by October, 1918, 
tests were in process to release 29,000,000 rounds and 
the November work had reached 30,000,000. He said 
that by keeping up the pace established the tests would 
have released ammunition enough to supply an army of 
5,000,000 men by April, 1919. ~ At the Aberdeen proy- 
ing grounds there were at the time of the signing of the 
armistice 300 officers, 5,000 enlisted men and 2,000 civil- 
ian workers. The maximum range on land is seventeen 
and one-half miles, which can be’ extended to fifty miles 





. by firing over the waters of Chesapeake Bay. 


Railroad Artillery and Treneh Mortars. 

Lieut. Col. G. M. Barnes described the American 
railroad artillery as the most mobile ordnance in the 
world. The 7-inch and 8-inch guns are handled quickly 
and are capable of getting into action fifteen minutes 
after arrival at any point. The 12-inch gun is mounted 
on a railroad carriage with slides instead of recoil mech- 
anism, the gun being pulled forward again with a winch 
placed on the mount. Its simplicity and the facility 
with which it is handled are surprising. The 14-inch all- 
round-fire gun mounted for seacoast defense and capable 
of following a naval target, the entire equipment trans- 
portable at a speed of forty miles an hour, allowed for 
the quickest shift of a gun of this size known. The 16- 
inch howitzer firing a shell weighing 1,600 pounds for 
deep concrete fortifications was the largest 
piece of artillery demonstrated.

The spectacular incident of the demonstration “was 


furnished by caterpillar artillery. Major J. F. Loomis, 
U.S.A., speaking of the 8-inch howitzer mounted on a 
tractor, stated that the first test was made last spring. 
The mount was designed, contract let and the work com- 
pleted in sixty days. It weighs with the howitzer 
55,000 pounds and shows hardiye any movement when 
this piece is fired. Equipped with an engine rated at 
sixty-five horsepower, it pushes its way anywhere, in 
fact felled a tree about sixteen inches in diameter and 
then mounted a. grade of forty-five degrees, followed by 


the startled group of spectators. Five seconds after 
firing, the mount was under way to a new location. 


This offensive engine is also capable of waging through 
four feet of water. The two-and-one-half-ton and five- 
ton caterpillar mounts and the five-ton tractor and 
cargo carriers were’ also shown in action under every 
condition, and the Ford one-man tank. The latter at- 
tracted closest inspection and it showed marvelous con- 
trol and specd. In a speed contest of three units the 
two-and-one-half-ton tractor developed eighteen miles an 
hour, and this in light of the statement by farm tractor 
experts that over six miles an hour was impossib’e. 
Quantity production in the five-ton and ten-ton trucks 
had been reached early this yegr, and manufacturers 
were putting out about forty a y each of the five- and 


ten-ton caterpillar mounts, the. §-inch mounting the 
American seventy-five mm. anti-aircraft gun of com- 


plete mobility. Of the two-and-one-half-ton high speed 
tractor three factories were turning out a few and just 
getting into quantity production when hostilities ceased. 

Trucks for 
French described trucks as related to

Sritish and French trucks, which were put into pro- 
duction in eight different factories. By the summer of 
1918 the output was 150 a day, all of which were de- 
livered in France. In additicn, repair bodies were sent 
in large quantity overseas, these being machine shop 
units, about twelve constituting a shop when consoli- 
dated. 

When the United States entered the war the plans of 
the Ordnance Department for rapid production were 
ready, but on the arrival of the French high commission, 
and on the urging-of the French experts, Lieut. Col. H. 
S. Brown disclosed, the plans were changed to conform 
to the French designs. Despite this revision and the 
difficulties it~ entailed, American manufacturers were 
mobilized by January, 1918, to turn out-ordnance of the 
French pattern in quantity, The program called for the 
37-mm. Infantry rapid-firer, theeAmerican 75-mm., 
155-mm. Schneider howitzer, 155-mm. gun, 4.7 Army 
gun, 240-mm. howitzer, besides a British design how- 
itzer. For the,4.7 gun the Ordnance Department devel-

oped a split-tail carriage giving the gun the greatest 
fighting mobility known, in faet the French claiming it 
is the greatest field piece in existence when supplied 
with recoil mechanism. Thirty-six were sent overseas 
just before the signing of the armistice. The outstanding 
feature of our artillery production, said Colonel Brown, 
was the sale to France of 500. Schneider howitzers 
produced beyond the requirements of the United States. 

“The British and French depended upon the United 
States for powder,” said Colonel Brown. “We provided 
our own supply and what the British and French used 
for barrage fire, in addition to great quantities of nitro- 
cellulose powder and other high explosives... In explo- 
sives we had to build from the ground up, yet by last 
October we were turning out 2,500,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition for the 75-mm. gun, and when the armistice came 
there were 3,000,000 rounds on the docks awaiting ship- 
ment. When the Germans collapsed in November we 
had 15,000,000 shells of all kinds on Lad. In October 
America, too, turned out 25,000 rounds of howitzer am- 
munition for France.” 

Details of Preduction. 

Secretary®Growell, in answer to the question whether 
details of production could now be disclosed, frankly 
stated there was no reason for withholding such infor- 
mation from the people.

In conclusion, Mr. Crowell pointed out that the Beth- 
lehem and Midvale plants alone were available to the 
War Department for its artillery program of April, 
1917; consequently it was required to install and equip 
new plants.

And let me point out that no Allied 
orders were disturbed and that American manufacturers 
were furnishing a great number of guns to the British, 
and the French were checking in fully 1,000 gun forg- 
ings a month from America. 

“The Army at the start experienced great difficulty in 
getting into big gun production because of the priority 
ratings which put the Navy and the shipyards ahead of 
us. In fact all the machinery equipment necessary for 
heavy gun construction was fully employed with work 
on orders for the shipyards and the Nayy. The Army 
had to procure new machinery, which it did in large 
measure, though much of it has not yet been delivered. 
New concerns, however, adapted their plants to new 
requirements with surprising facility, and the enthusi-- 
ms fF onr American manufacturers piled up records in 
this last year which, I believe, will never be attained at 
a ne by the strictly forging plants. We were pro- 
ng 2,000 guns of all calibers a month by the spring 








of 1918, or about twenty-five per cent. of the quantity 
production called for in the War Department's pro- 
gram. 

EMPLOYMENT FOR RETURNING SOLDIERS. 


Recommendations by Secretaries Lane and Wilson. 

Interior, Franklin K. Lane, in 
his annual report submitted on Dee. 12, proposes a plan 
which will be of it to returning soldiers and also 
result in increasing the resourees of the nation; and a 
project of iike nature is proposed by the Secretary of 
Labor, William B. Wilson, in his annual report. Sec- 
retary Lane proposes that the Government offer an. op- 
portunity upon present irrigation projects for all who 
wish work at clearing lands not yet cultivatad, but for 
which water is available. He urges an appropriation 
for one or more of the largest irrigation schemes for 
which surveys are in an advanced state, and would

* uncertake the draining of the most promising tracts. 


There are in the United States 200,000,000 acres which 
may be converted into farms, either by irrigation, drain- 
age qr clearing, Mr. Lane says. On Government owned 
lands alone immediate employment could be given all 
men needing work, and the national land program 
should be worked out through Fed?ral aid and state co- 
operation. The adoption of a systematic land program 
would provide immediate work for the soldiers, protect- 
ing the labor market against possible surplus. It would 
set up throughout the land the most modern pattern of 
farm settlement and bringing into use great areas of 
land that lie neglected and now of no value. 

Referring to the cost of the project, Secretary Lane 
says that it would not be unreasonable to ask that we 
spend in the next two years on the veterans of this 
great war as much as it cost us to conduct that war 
for a single week. 

Secretary Wilson’s recommendation is that a commis- 
sion should be made up of the Secretaries of Agricul- 
ture, Interior and Labor, to provide jobs for returning 
soldiers. by the development of idle Jands,_upon which 
the soldiers may later get homes on the easy payment 
plan. Three classes of land, arid, swamp and cutover, 
on which much work must be done before it is available 
for cultivation, are cited by the Secretary as offering 
the largest measure of opportunity to the soldier and to 
the nation. The nation’s first duty, he says, is to pro- 
vide “honorable and profitable employment for the re- 
turned soldiers.” 

Pension Roll of the Civil War. 

In the report of Secretary of the Interior Lane there , 
also appear the latest figures on the number of war pen- 
sioners in the country, summarized as follows: 

The number of Ciyil War soldiers on the roll on June 
30, 1918, was 298,808, a decrease of 30,418 from 1917. 
During 1918, 30,466 veterans died, a total less by 
2,766 than in the year previous. The number of Civil 
War widows on the roll on June 30, 1918, was 288,815, 
an increase over 1917 of 4,599. Of the War of 1812, 
ninety-nine widows of soldiers were alive on that date, 
and of the War with Mexico there were 289 surviving 
veterans and 3,064 widows. 
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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Brig. Gen. William H. Arthur, Med. Corps, U.S.A. 
(colonel, Regular Army), attached to the Medical School 
in Washington, has been retired under date of Nov. 29, 
1918, upon his own application, having reached the age 
of sixty-two. Born in Pennsylvania April 1, 1856, he 
was graduated from the Medical Department of the 
University of Maryland in 1877, and was appointed an 
assistant surgeon in the Army in February, 1881. He 
reached the grade of colonel in January, 1911. 


Col. Wilson Chase, commanding 24th Inf., U.S.A., at 
Columbus, N.M.. was placed on the retired list of the 
Army on Dee. 11, 1918, on his own application, after 
thirty-three years’ service. He was born in Tennessee 
and entered the Army in March, 4885, as private in 
Troop B, 7th*Cayv. In February, 1889, he was commis- 
sioned second lieutenant in the 20th Infantry. He 
graduated from the Infantry and Cavalry school in 1895: 
He had also served as major in the 21st and 23d Infan- 
try and recently reached the grade of colonel, 24th In- 
fantry. He was attached to the Army Mar College 
1915-16. 

Col. W. C. Brown, Cav., U.S.A., who retired for age 
Dec. 19, 1918, is the last officer to retire for age in the 
Army this year. Colonel Brown, who has been serving 
with the American Expeditionary Force, was born in 
Minnesota- Dec. 19, 1854, and was graduated from the 
U.S.M.A., class of 1877, when he was promoted in the 
Army an additional second lieutenant, 2d Cavalry. Col- 
onel Brown, who is an officer of wide experience, re- 
ceived the brevet of first lieutenant for gallant services 
in action against Indians at Big Creek, Idaho, Aug. 19, 
1879, and in reconnoissances of Aug. 17 and Sept. 25, 
1879, while a second lieutenant in the Ist U.S. Cavalry. 
He was promoted second lieutenant July 3, 1877; first 
lieutenant in 1884, captain in 1896, major, 3d Cavalry, 
in 1904, lieutenant tolonel of Cavalry in 1911, and colo- 
nel, 10th Cavalry, in April, 1914. He is a graduate of 
the Infantry and Cavalry School, 1883, and of the Army 
War College, 1910. Colonel Brown's first dufy after 
graduation leave was on the frontier at posts in Wash- 
ington, Oregon and Idaho, where the Indians were 
troublesome. He served in the Bannock campaign, July 
5 to Oct. 11, 1878, being engaged in the action of Birch 
Creek and skirmish on North Fork of John Day river, 
Ore., in July, 1878. Among many other duties, he or- 
ganized a company of Indian scouts and served with 
them against hostile Sheapeaters in Middle Idaho to 


Noy. 14, i879. He was engaged in constructing tele- 
graph lines, was instructor at the Infantry and Cay- 
alry School, was adjutant of the U.S. Military Acad- 


emy, and was in command of Troop C, Ist Cavalry, in 


September and October, 1891, while engaged in recon- 
noitering and mapping the country northwest of St. 


Mary’s Lakes, Mont. He was in command of his troop 
in the hard campaign against the Sioux Indians during 
the winter of 1890 and 1891, and was in charge of the 


survey of the Navajo Indian reservation and was on 
cuty at the World's Columbian Exposition, June to 
August, 1898. Colonel Brown is the inventor of an 


asbestos stovepipe shield for tents. He was recorder of 
a board to recommend a proper ration for troops oper- 
ating in emergencies, was on duty in the Military In- 
formation Division, and superintended the printing and 
assisted in correcting the proofs of the Cavalry Drill 
Regulations of 1896. He was in the field in 1897 mak- 
ing a practical test of the emergency ration, and served 
in Cuba during the campaign of 1898 against the Span- 
jards, and was recommended for the brevet of major for 
gallantry in the battle of Santiago. As a major of the 
42d U.S. Volunteer Infantry, in September, 1899, Col- 
onel Brown assisted in the organization of that com- 
mand, and participated in the operations against 
Filipino insurgents during the first half of 1900, com- 
manding at various times stations of Taguig, Paete, 
Malabon and Pasig. He was inspector general of the 
4th District of Northern Luzon from July, 1900, to 
April 20, 1901, participating in. the actions at Santa 


Cruz, Oct. 13, 1900, and at Malimba river, Jan. 25, 
1901, where he killed the bandit, Lieut. Col. Tomas 
Tagunton. He returned to the United States via China, 


Japan, Manchuria and Trans-Siberia route in the sum- 
mer of 1908. Among subsequent duties he was adjutant 
general of the Ist Brigade at the maneuvers at West 
Point, Ky., and was umpire and inspector general of 
the maneuver division, Noy. 1908. Colonel Brown 
also conducted experimental firing to obtain exterior 
ballistic data for the U.S. magazine rifle, model of 1903. 
He sailed with the Sd Cavalry for the Philippines in 
December, 1904.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Brig. Gen. John R. MecGinness, U.S.A., retired, a 
veteran of Civil and Philippine Wars, died at Mount 
Clemens, Mich., Dee. 18, 1918. General MeGinness was 
born in Ireland, Sept. 17, 1840, and was appointed to 
West Point from Ohio in 1859. He was graduated in 
18638, and was assigned to the Ordnance Department. 
He was awarded the brevet of major for gallant and 


services during the siege of 


meritorious Morris Island, 
S.C., and the brevet of major for gallant and meritori- 


N 
ous services during the operations before Charleston, 


S.C. He was retired for age Sept. 17, 1904, and was 
advaneed to brigadier general on the retired list the 
same day for Civil War service. Among his achieye- 


ments was his work in the Philippine Islands, where, as 
chief of ordnance for over two years, he supplied an 
army of 55,000 men with ordnance material and sup- 


plies, being 8,000 miles away from the United States 
at the time. He has been at many posts throughout 
this country looking after the ordnance of the U.S. 


Army. General MecGinness has been largely interested 
in a new and practical way of growing oysters, eon- 
trolling a large amount of oyster beds in Virginia, all 
under cultivation. 

Col. William G. Sills, Inf., U.S.A., reported in the 
casualty list as dead from disease in France, was in 
command of the 355th Infantry in the 178th Brigade of 
the 89th Division. He was born in Alabama March 6, 
31872, and was graduated from the U.S.M.A. in June, 
1895, being assigned as a second lieutenant to the. 2d 
U.S. Cavalry. He was a distinguished graduate of the 
Army School of the Line, and was alse a graduate of 


the Army Staff College. When the United States entered 
the war Colonel Sills was a major in the 13th Cavalry, 
on duty at Fort Bliss, Texas. ~ 

Lieut. Col. Sherman A. White, Inf., Regular Army, 
killed by accident while serving in France, was born in 
New York Nov. 30, 1876. He first entered the Regular 
Army as a second lieutenant, 12th Infantry. He had 
previously served during 1898-99 in the Philippines with 
the 1st Nebraska Volunteers as private, Q.M. sergeant, 
sergeant major, and lieutenant. He went to France as 
commander of an ammunition train for the 6th Division 
early in the war and then served for several months with 
the 51st Infantry. \ 

“Regarding the death of Major James B. Nalle, U.S, 
Army, who was killed in action last July at Chateau 
Thierry,” writes “one who knew him well,” “I want to 
pay my humble tribute to the memory of as gallant an 
officer and as thorough a gentleman as I ever had the 
good fortune to kfrew. His regimental commander in 
referring to Major Nalle stated that he was as fine ab 
officer as he had ever known, and that he was so loyal 
and brave that his death Was a great loss to the regi- 
ment. The grief of those that Major Nalle leaves behind 
must be somewhat softened when they reflect that he 
died in such a holy cause and so gallantly leading his 
battalion in the battle which barred the huns from the 
gates of Paris, and finally drove the enemy back and 
made him beg for peace. It seems that in the inscruta- 
ble scheme of Providence the price of victory must 
be paid for by our dearest and bravest, and I shal! al- 
ways cherish the memory of my good friend and I feel 
that “there must be¢some consolation to his family to 
think that he fell in such a good cause, holding back the 
barbarian hordes, and the example that he set will live 
on forever.. He gave his to-day for your to-morrow.” 

Major J. Warren Weissheimer, U.S.A., whose death 
officially reported frém wounds received in, «ection in 
France on Oct. 18 was reported in our issue of Dec. 14, 
page 534, is survived by a wife and one'son, Warren, jr.., 
five months’ old, whose address is Eagle Pasa, ‘Texas. 
He is also survived by a grandmother,, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Richards, Ellenville, N.Y., his mother, Mrs. George P. 
Chandler, Hartford, Conn., and by a stepfather, George 
I’. Chandler, and stepbrother, George A. Chandler, both 
of Hartford, Conn. Major Weissheimer was graduated 
from U.S.M.A. in the class of 1914. He was twenty-five 
years old at the time of death. 

Major William Dean, U.S.A., who died Oct. 30, 1918, 

Camp Dodge, Iowa, from pneumonia, was born in 
Iowa Feb. 19, 1888, agd was graduated from the U.S.

Capt. Henry Henley Chapman, U.S.A., of the class of 
1917, U.S.M.A., who was kWled in action Sept. 29, 1918, 
in France was 2 member of the Maryland chapter of thé 
Society of the Cincinnati by direct descent from his great 
great grandfather, Lieut. Henry Henley Chapman, of the 
Maryland Dragoons—a charter member. A certificate of 
membership of Lieutenant Chapman’s signed by Gen. 
George Washington, the first president of the Society, is 
a treasured heirloom in the Chapman family. A friend 
who knew Captain Chapman through his Army boyhood, 
and later during his years at West Point, on learning of 
his gallant death on the field of honor, wrote: “The 
Cincinnati may add another name to their list, as 
bright as any they now have there.”

He attended the 
training schools at Tours, Avord and Issondun, being 
commissioned a first lieutenant Nov. 20, 1917. He was 
assigned to the Ist Aero Squadron, performed active 
duty in the Toul sector, participated in the St. Mihiel 
drive Sept. 12 to 18, and was killed in action Sepf. 25 
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“Young Richards,” writes a correspondent, “repre- 
sented the highest type of young American manhood. 
His college course completed he did not delay a day in 
offering his services to his country. His optimism and 
enthusiasm were 6f that kind which induced other young 
men to follow his course. His letters home were of that 
type which filled his friends with pride, and were such 
that when he made the supreme sacrifice a devoted 
father’s and mother’s grief was assuaged in the knowl- 
edge that death under such conditions and for a prin- 
ciple so dear to the son’s heart was to them heartrend- 
ing but glorious, 

Mrs. Emily Cutts, widow of Commander Cutts, U.S. 
N., died at her home at the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
Cal., on the night of Dee. 10, as she was playing a game 
of bridge with friends. A few minutes before her death 
she remarked that she had been troubled with indiges- 
tion and a slight pain over her heart. Mrs, Cutts had 
been identified with Mare Island from the early days of 
the yard’s history, her-father, Commeader Turner, being 
one of the officers sent to the stati¥n shortly after Ad- 
miral Farragut raised the Stars and Stripes over it ag 
a navy yard. Fellowing the death of her husband, Com- 
mander Cutts, many years ago, she secured permission 
to erect ‘a handsome home on Mare Island, and it was 
there that she has resided until the time of her death. 
She is survived by a daughter, Mrs. John T: Myers, 
wife of Brigadier General Myers, U.S.M.C., now at 
(Juantico, Va., and a son, Major R. M. Cutts, U.S.M.C., 
also at Quantico, and two grandchildren, Alice and Rich- 
ard Cutts. “Throughout the Service,” writes a corre- 
spondent, “the news of her death will be received ‘with 
sorrow, for she was known by every officer who ever 
came to Mare Island and her home was one of the most 
hospitable on the station. The funeral was held Dec. 
12 from St. Peter's Chapel, and interment was in the 
naval cemetery.” 

Mrs. Ethel Beardsley Danenhower, wife of Lieut. 
Sloan Danenhower, of the U.S. Navy, and only daughter 
of Alonzo Glover and Agnes Sartwell Beardsley, died 
on Dee. 8, 1918, at the home of her uncle, Robert Sloan, 
at Woodmere, Long Island, from pneumonia. Mrs. 
Danenhower was married in Auburn, Nov. 6, 1907, and 
leaves besides her husband, two young children, John and 
Doris, an only brother, Harry S. Beardsley, of Roches- 
ter, and F. Burnham Chapman, now stationed at Camp 
Lee, Va. Lieutenant Danenhower is at present in the 
Government service off the coast of France. Their 
family home was at Pelham Manor, N.Y. “Mrs. Danen- 
hower,” writes a correspondent, “was a young woman of 
great personal charm and made warm friends wherever 
her husband’s naval life has taken her and will be 
greatly missed especially in Awburn, N.Y., where all her 
younger’ days were spent.

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CAPTAIN HARRIS, OF THE 6TH ENGINEERS. 

Capt. Charles Dashiell Harris, Corps of Engrs., U.S. 
A., the report of whose death in action on Oct. 20, 1918, 
has just been received, was graduated from the U.S. 
M.A. on Aug. 30, 1917, a member of the class of 1918, 
at the age of twenty years and seven months. Although 
one of the youngest members of his class, his standing 
at graduation was number five, while for the work of 
the final year he stood at the head of his class. Cap- 
tain Harris was the only surviving child of Major Gen. 
P. C. Harris, U.S.A., The Adjutant General of the 
Army, and Mrs. Harris. Upon graduation he was ap- 
pointed captain in the Regular Army; being, at the 


time of his appointment, the youngest officer of that 
grade in the yast’-Army then in process of organization 
in the United States. 3 





He was assigned to the 6th U.S. 
Engineers, Washington Barracks, D.C., and, on Dec. 2, 
1917, left with -his company (B) for Hoboken, N.J., 
en route to France. The 6th Engineers constituted part 
of the 3d Division, but arrived in France some months 
in advance of the rest of the division. The British 
being in need of the services of engineers in connection 
with the work of constructing a bridge over the Somme 
river, the headquarters detachment and two ‘companies 
of the 6th Engineers, including Company B, commanded 
by Captain Harris, were attached to the British army 
and were still so attached when the German drive of 
March 21, 1918, was launched. These organizations 
were of great assistance to the British in laying out 
and constructing successive lines of trenches. Later 
they ‘constructed, and for several days occupied, trenches 
in the gap between the British 5th and 3d Armies which 
was filled in by the picked-up force~of General Carey, 
of the British army. The trenches occupied by Captain 
Harris’s cothpany were directly in front of the city of 
Amiens and, therefore, in what, at that period, was the 
most critical part of the line. In a commendatory dis- 
patch to the regimental commander, General Rawlinson, 
commanding the 5th British Army, states: “I fully 
realize that it has been largely due to your assistance 
that the enemy is checked.” 

Because of the services rendered by these two com- 
panies, the commanding officer of the 6th Engineers was 
appointed a companion of thé Distinguished Service 
Order by the British government, and was later made a 
brigadier general in the.United States Army. The 6th 
Engineers rejoined the 3d Division a short time before 
the second battle of the Marne, and participated in that 
battle and in subsequent engagéments which occurred 
during the advance to the Vesle river. The 3d Division 
was later transferred to the Argonne Forest regifn and 
took part in the battles of the Argonne Forest and the 
Meuse river. 

The 6th Engineers were trained for combat as well as 
for engineer duty, and, when not engaged in the con- 
struction of bridges and in the laying out and construc- 
tion of trenches and other engineerig work, were fight- 
ing as infantry. Captain Harris’s own company was in 
action against the enemy, either as engineers or as in- 
fantry, almost continuously from March 21 until he 
was killed on Oct. 20. The fact that the litter bearers 
who carried him to the dressing station after he was 
wounded, were captured indicates that he was in the, 
front rank and close to the enemy at the time he sacri- 
ficed his_life. 

As a eadet at the Military Academy young Harris 
was exceedingly popular. He was president of the Dia- 
letic. Scciety and cheer leader, and took a prominent 
part in all the social and other activities of his class. 
The parents of one of his classmates pay him the fol- 
lowing tribute: “No finer or truer boy ever lived. 
Charlie was a born leader in enterprises, serious or gay, 
in scholarship, athletics and in friendship.” Captain 
Harris was of sunny disposition and showed the most 
beautiful and touching devotion-to his parents. In the 
second battle of the Marne he was wounded in the fore- 
head by a shell fragment, and in a letter written the 
following day he spoke lightly of the wound, saying that 
he felt like “the Spirit of ’76” with the bandage around 
his head. The following extract from another letter, 
written a short time before the second battle of the 
Marne, illustrates his eyer cheerful viewpoint: “I am 
all right and in the best possible health; with interest- 
ing work to’ keep me busy and enough exercise and good 
food to keep me healthy; nothing to spend money on, so 
also wealthy; aud lots to learn, so wise.” He fell facing 
the enemy. 

The captured litter bearers stated that Captain Harris 
was carried to the Red Cross dressing station in, or 
near, the village of Aincreville, north of the Ardre river, 
where -he expired very soon afterwards. His grave, 
located about 600 yards southeast of Aincreville, was 
marked by the Germans with a cross, inscribed as fol- 
lows: “Captain Charles Dashiell Harris, American gol- 
dier, Oct. 20.”

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DISPOSITION OF THE NATIONAL GUARD.

BANQUET TO VICE ADMIRAL GLEAVES, U.S.N. 


In addition to the facts we gave in our issue of Dec. 
14, page 545, concerning the congratulatory . banquet 
given tp Vice Admiral Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., on Dec. 
11 in New York city, a correspondent sends the follow- 
ing: 

Before his official reception in the banquet hall the 
Admiral, accompanied by Mrs.. Gleaves, entered the gal- 
lery. They were greeted with cheers, and Mrs. Gleaves 
responded with a short and very clever speech. The 
Admiral was received in the banquet hall with side boys 
and music, while officers stood by their tables. After 
the playing of the “Star-Spangled Banner” every one 
was seated, and during dinner a performance given by 
several vaudeville artists was enjoyed. -Following that 
the chairman read radiograms and telegrams of con- 
gratulation from officers not present. Among these was 
the following telegram from the Secretary of the Navy: 

“Regret exceedingly that a previous engagement in 
Baltimore prevents my accepting of the kind invitation 
from your committee to be present at a banquet given 
by the officers of the Cruiser and Transport Force in 
honor of Vice Admiral Gleaves. “Extend to Vice Ad- 
miral Gleayes and the officers of the Cruiser and Trans- 
port Force my deep appreciation of their great accom- 
plishment in transporting the American troops to 
Europe, which so greatly aided in winning the war.” 

Both in the telegrams and in the speeches which fol- 
lowéd glowing tributes were paid to the Admiral, show- 
ing both appreciation of his exceptional ‘professional 
abilities and also esteem and affectionate regard for the 
man who had so ably led and inspired them. The Ad- 
miral responded with gracious acknowledgment of the 
loyal and efficient support he had received throughout 
the war. 

Major General Shanks, U.S.A., commanding general 
at the Port of Embarkation of New York, represented 
the Army, and in reply to the toast “The Army,” 
emphasized the essential part taken by. Vice Admiral 
Gleaves in the cordial and harmonious co-operation 
which has marked the relations between the Army and 
Navy in the Cruiser and Transport Service, and stated 
that the first time he met Admiral Gleaves he saw that 
he. was a man who would eliminate trouble and not 
make it. 

Captain Dismukes, U.S.N., was toastmaster, and

NOTES OF OUR FORCES ABROAD. 

During the week ended Dec. 14 the total number of 
sick and wounded*landed from the A.E.F. in the United 
States was 4,248. These men were landed at the port 
of New York and are now being sent to the various 
Army hospitals where facilities for their physical re- 
construction have been provided. : 

Great Britain is practically cleared of all American 

troops, according to a press message from London dated 
Dee. 19. All the American camps, except those at Liver- 
pool and Winchester, have been evacuated. The con- 
tingents still remaining there consist chiefly of the staff 
of Major Gen. John Biddle, U.S.A., and 2,600 wounded 
enlisted men. These are being sent home as rapidly as 
yossible. 
Contracts for the purchase of 9,000,000 pounds of 
candy for the A.E.F. were made recently by the Sub- 
sistence Division. This purchase is to supply each sol- 
dier overseas with one-half pound of candy evéry ten 
days as part of the regular ration. A portion of the 
shipment is to be rushed so that the candy will arrive 
in time to play a part in the Christmas festivities over- 
seas. 565,000 gallons of pickles were recently purchased 
by the Subsistence Division for the gverseas forces. 

The 5ist Regiment, C.A.C., U.S.A., on Nov. 7 was 
reported at Mamey, France. There was no report as to 
its location on Nov. 14. The regiment has not -yet been 
designated for early return to the United States. The 
Ist and 2d Battalions of the 51st on Nov. 21 were a 
part of the 6th Corps. The 3d Battalion was with the 
Ist Army. The headquarters of the unit on Nov. 21 was 
at Essey. There is no report of the 51st C.A.C. being 
in action on Nov. 11. 

4th Infantry, U.S.A., in Battle. 

Capt. James M. Austin, Inf., U.S.A., in a letter from 
France dated Nov. 5 to a friend says: “It seems that 
the old outfit (the 4th Inf.) just caught hell from Sept. 
28 to Oct. 28. They started out to make a daylight re- 
lief to save a division which was about to break. The 
first battalion took over one front line sector and they 
say it was wonderful to-see them going down the side 
of an open hill under an artillery and machine gun bar- 
rage, keeping the formation and apparently paying no 
attention to the shells, old Oley (x ieut. Col. Roy M. 
Smyth) smiling and talking to the men keeping them 
cool. It must bave been wonderful and I'd have given 
my soul to have been there. Oley is the best man under 
fire I’ve ever seen, and just to think some low down 
—_—— of a sniper got him. Sure would like to have 
that guy and kill him by inches. Don’t know when 
anything has hit me harder than losing Oley. He was 
one of the best friends I had and one of the finest men 
I'll ever know.” 
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THE ARMY RELIEF SOCIETY. 

At a recent meeting of the Education Committee of 
the Army Relief Society the question of ways and 
means of keeping in touch with the families of deceased 
officers and enlisted men of the Regular Army was dis- 
cussed. It is realized that the death of a soldier severs 
the ties which bound his wife and children to the Ser- 
vice and this committee asks the privilege of advising 
and assisting the mother upon whom has fallen the re- 
sponsibility of the education of her children. 

The personnel of this committee is a guarantee that 
the service which it offers will be given in a spirit of 
deep sympathy and understanding. Among the mem- 
bers are women whose husbands were killed in action 
in the Philippines and China, and one lost a son in 
France, at. Chateau-Thierry. Because of long experi- 
ence the committee is prepared to advise in all matters 
which concern the education of Army children. It—is 
often possible to obtain scholarships at schools and col- 
leges and when necessary to give financial ,assistance.

Care or ArMyY’s MENTAL DEFECTIVES. 

Major Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, Surgeon General of 
the Army, in a statement made to the Senate Commit¢ 
tee on Military Affairs on Dec. 13 assured the commit- 
tee that the office of the Surgeon General was extend- 
ing every possible attention to the many mental and 
nervous patients in the Army. At the psychic hospital 
at Plattsburg Barracks, N.Y., the Surgeon General has 
on his staff the most eminent nerve and brain special- 
ists in the United States. Some of the cures reported 
are remarkable, for many of the men are ‘discharged 
cured in twenty-four hours. The number of mental 
and nervous cases requiring special treatment among 
soldiers in camps in this country is 2.5 per 1,000, 
slightly above the number of cases in civil life. Among 
troops overseas the number is 10 per 1,000. Six hos- 
pitals abroad are used exclusively for treating these 
cases. At each base hospital facilities are provided for 
emergency treatment of the mentally defective. Gen- 
eral Ireland told the committee that the news of the 
armistice had a singular effect upon the 2,500 shell- 
shock patients awaiting transportation to the United 
States. Within a day, or two following the armistice 
it was found that 2,100 of this number had been re- 
“stored to normal. Senator Johnson of California 
brought out the fact that fear does not cause shell 
shock, and that among the sufferers were found many 
men who had been decorated for extraordinary bravery 
in battle. Neurologists, it was stated, observed every 
shell shock or defective case once in twenty-four hours. 
The Army’s careful tests for mental weakness when 
men were inducted into the Service showed a remarkable 
record, only 400 cases developing in the first 800,000 
men «Xxamined.

flying over the enemy’s lines and engaging the enemy 
in combat they have been detained here to teach cadets, 
Not only has this work been exacting and mofotonous, 
but at times even in the more advanced dual training 
planes it has been most_dangerous, especially when the 
instructors were teaching reckless and impetuous pupils. 
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DISPOSITION OF WAR DEPARTMENT PROPERTY. 

Mr. Benedict Crowell, Assistant Secretary of War 
and Director of*Munitions, has been requested by the 
President to assume responsibility for the proper dispo- 
sition of all property acquired by the War Department 
since April 6, 1917. Mr. @rowell has appointed Mr. C. 
W. Hare, Assistant Director of Munitions, to have gen- 
eral supervision of this work and Brig. Gen.+C. C. Jam- 
ieson has been appointed Director of Sales in direct 
charge of an organization to be perfected for the dis- 
posal of surplus property. Policy and procedure upon 
which sales will be made are being formulated by the 
Director of Munitions, the Assistant Director of Muni- 
tions and the Director of Sales. It is the intention of 
the Director of Munitions so to market Government prop- 
erty as to interfere as little as possible with business 
conditions, and to this end the Assistant Director of 
Munitions and the Ditector of Sales will, as occasion 
may require, confer with committees representing the 
industries affected. Any information in connection with 
the varieus problems involved will be furnished by either 
the Assistant Director of Munitions or the Director of 
Sales at their offices in the Munitions Building, 19th 
and B streets, Washington, D.C. 
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Rerarysine GAS MASKS AND HELMETs. 

The Secretary of War announces, under date of Dec. 
16, that ‘pending legislation on the subject, officers and 
enlisted men to whom gas masks, and helmets have been 
issued may, upon discharge, take them to their homes 
under the same conditions as uniform clothing. 
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OFFICERS’. RIGHT TO TITLE AND UNIFORM. 

Unless Congress passes special legislation to fit the 
ease, the thousands of officers of the emergency forces 
of the United States who have been or are to be dis- 
charged from their commissions to return to civil life 
will not, after discharge, be entitled under the law to be 


addressed by the titles of their war-time rank. Under 
the military laws as they now stand upon the statute 
books, it is true, officers of the Civil war, honorably dis- 
charged or resigned, are by Act of Feb. 4, 1897, en- 
titled “‘to bear the official title of the highest 
grade they have held by brevet or other commission in 
the Regular cr Volunteer service,” and the same privi- 
lege is extended by the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, to the offi- 
cers who “have served during the war with Spain, or 
since, as officers of the Regular or Volunteer Army of 
the United States, and have been honorably discharged 
from the Service, by resignation or otherwise.” 

But as for the officers of the present war the Acting 
Judge Advocate General, Brig. Gen S. T. Ansell, in- 
forms us that— 

“This office knows of no statute which confers upon 
officers of the temporary forces of the United States in 
the present war the right to bear the official title held 
by them under the commissions in this war after their 
discharge therefrom.” 

As for the uniform, the National Defense Act, in 
Section 125, permits “any person who has been honor- 
ably ‘discharged from the United States Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps, Regular or Volunteer, to wear his uni- 
form from the place of his discharge to his home, tvithin 
three months after the date of his discharge.” The same 
section as amended by the Army Appropriation Act of 
July 9, 1918, requires the discharged enlisted man to 
return all uniform clothing within four month® after 
termination of his active service. Several bills have 
been introduced in Congress at this session to author- 
ize the honorably discharged soldier to retain perma- 
nently the uniform in his possession at the time of his 
discharge, and one such measure, introduced by Chair 
man Dent, of the House Committee on Military Affairs, 
was passed by the House on Dec. 16, as noted below. 
The Senate so far has not considered the measure. 

Unless some such legislation as is provided in H.R. 
13366 becomes a law it would appear that after three 
months following their discharge officers, under the pro- 
visions of Section 125, have no right under the law to 
wear the uniform at any time except on occasions of 
(military) ceremony. This despite the fact that they 
own their own uniforms by right of purchase. Naturally 
on occasions of military ceremony the former officer, out 
of courtesy at least, would be addressed by his military 
title. Why not confer upon the ex-officers of the “Army 
of the United States for the emergency” the statutory 
right to be addressed by ‘their military titles? 

To Permit Wearing Uniform After Discharge. 

The bill, H.R. 13366, permitting any person who has 
served in the Army in the present war to retain his 
uniform and personal equipment, and to wear the same 
upon certain occasions, came before the House on Dec. 
16 with a favorable recommendation from the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs. The bill, which was endorsed 
by the War Department and strongly advocated as a con- 
server of the clothing supply of the nation, was amended 
before passage so as to apply also to the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps and to the officers and men of the Coast 
Guard who have served in the Navy during the war. 

Mr. Huddleston got a little away from the “conserva- 
tion-of-clothing” idea when he * attempted to have the 
Spanish War veterans included in the uniform issue 
provision. He contended, however, that while it might 
not be just the thing to issue khaki to the Spanish War 
soldiers, they might receive and wear the bluos, just as 
the U.S. Guards, the National Army unit created for 
the purpose of guarding docks and war plants, wore the 
blue ‘uniform, while all other arms of the Service wore 
khaki throughout the present war. His amendment 
was rejected and the bill as passed applies only to those 
in the Service in the present war. It is interesting te 
note that the ex-Service men in uniform are to be pro- 
vided with insignia to denote their discharge status. The 
War Department has already ordered two scarlet chey- 
rons to indicate honorable discharge. 

The text of H.R. 13366 as passed by the House and 
sent to the Senate follows: - 


Be it enacted, etc., That any person who served in the U.S, 
Army, Navy, or Marine Corps in the present war may, upon 
honorable discharge and return to civil life, permanently re- 
tain one complete suit of outer uniform clothing, including 
the overcoat, and such articles of personal appare! and equip- 
ment as may be authorized respectively by the Secretary ef 
War or the Secretary of the Navy, and may wear such uniform 
elothing after such discharge: Provided, That the uniform 
above referred to shall inc) ide some distinctive mark or in- 
signia to be prescribed respectively by the Secretary of War 
or the Secretary of the Navy, such mark or insignia to be 
issued respectively by the War Department or the Navy De- 
partment, to the enlisted personnel so discharged; the werd 
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‘‘Navy’’ shall include the officers and enlisted personnel of 
the Coast Guard who have served in the Navy during the 
present war. 

Sec. 2. That the provisions of this act shall apply to all 
persons who served in the U.S. Army, Navy, or Marine Corps 
during the present war honorably discharged sin¢e April 6, 
1917, and in cases where such clothing and uniforms have 
been restored to the Government with their discharge, the 
same or similar clothing and uniforms in kind and value, as 
near as may be, shall be returned and given to such soldiers, 
sailors, and marines. 
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ARMY AVIATORS FOR POSTAL SERVICE. 

When the annual Post Office Appropriation bill came 
up before the House of Representatives on Dec. 19 for 
passage, Representative Green, of Iowa, proposed an 
amendment requiring the Postmaster General to use 
Army aviators for flying airplanes in the postal service 
instead of establishing a separate postal flying corps. 
The bill went te the Senate with this amendment in it, 
the provision being adopted by a vote of ninety-six to 
eighty-two. It was argued that under this plan the 
postal air semwice would be less expensive and in addition 
it would be possible to train men in this service for the 
Army Air Service. An objection raised by those op- 
posed to the amendment was that the division of author- 
ity between the War and Post Office Departments 
would interfere with the successful operation of the ser- 
vice. 

One section of the appropriation bill, as it was orig- 
inally drawn, provided an appropriation of $2,185,000 
for the purchase of airplanes by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral. As the measure now stands the Secretary of War 
is directed to turn over to the Post Office Department 
immediately 100 DeHaviland4s, 100 Handley-Pages and 
ten Glenn-Martin- day bombing flying. machines, to- 
gether with 170 airplane engines. The passage of this 
amendment nullifies much of the criticism aimed at the 
postal air service in a speech made on Dec. 17 by Rep- 
resentative La Guardia of New York, who has been on 
flying duty in Italy for nearly a year and who recently 
resigned from the Service with the rank of major. Mr. 
La Guardia objected to the Post Office Department 
maintaining a flying service of its own, arguing that in- 
stead of having four separate air services in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Post Office we should have 
“one comprehensive air service.’ He announced he 
would address the House for two hours in a week or 
two, when he promised to tell the “inside story” of 
aviation during the war. He stated that such an air 
service as the Post Office Department proposed would 
cost $7,200,000 in pay alone for a year, while if the 
service was conducted by the Army it would cost about 
$3,000,000 less. In this connection it is interesting to 
note that a London dispatch of Dec. 18 states that “the 
Royal Air Force will cease to rank with the navy and 
army as a separate organization, and will in future be 
administered by the War Office as a branch of the 
army.” Advocates of a distinct and unified air sérvice in 
this country have always cited England’s action of cre- 
ating a separate air organization as a proof of the need 
of such a division in our military establishment. After 
she did this, however, the British War Office set up an 
entirely distinct air force in France; and now she is the 
first to disestablish the Royal Air Force, as the organ- 
ization was officially styled. 


NON-MILITARY USES OF AIRCRAFT. 


Great Britain and France have. already taken the 
lead in turning the aircraft necessities of war into ad- 
vantage for peace; and even defeated Germany is re- 
ported to be working on a super-Zeppelin to carry sev- 
eral score passengers across the Atlantic. How quick 
Great Britain has been to see the advantages of using- 
aircraft developed during the war is illustrated in the 
recent announcement that a four-engine Handley-Page 
airplane had made a trip over London with forty pas- 
sengers, among them ten women. It is also learned 
through British official sources that a passenger route 
has been planned from London to Paris, to make the 
trip daily in two and one-half hours at. a charge of 
fifteen guineas a passenger. The question of practica- 
bility in this cross-channel enterprise is simply one of 
routes, supplying suitable landing fields, of machines 
comfortable enough to accommodate a paying comple- 
ment of passengers, and of a preliminary charting of 
air routes for the navigator. 

The astuteness of our foreign friends in seizing upon 
this mobile instrument of war certainly points the way 
to development in the United States. Having at the 
signing of, the armistice attained its stride in airplane 
production, it is inconceivable that all the vast output 
of planes; engines and ground equipment, all the forces 
so carefully trained, all the pilots, observers, photog- 
raphers and other specialists shall be scrapped. What 
has already been attained at tremendous cost to the 
Government in the prosecution of the war should, in all 
reason, be the foundation upon which to build tremen- 
dous enterprises and to bring back to America, which 
first conquered the air, the supremacy lost through 
apathy toward its inventive geniuses from Langley 
down. The possibilities of development seem almost 
endless. The air mail sepvice is already in operation 
For coast and geodetic survey, for conservation and rec- 
lamation work, especially in planning irrigation projects 
and in mapping forest tracts, the Government will find 
a constantly widening use for airplanes. It has already 
been arranged to utilize aircraft in coast and border pa- 
trol, in connection with life-saving stations,’ salvage 
work at sea, and in meteorological survey. 

Fire patrol and observation also embrace large possi- 
bilities. The Adirondack forests and the timber sec- 


tions of northern Wisconsin would probably not show 
vast tracts denuded by fire had air assistance been 
availabie to direct forest fire-fighting battalions. In 
ambulance service the war has shown the utility of the 
airplane, and now the United States Weather Bureau is 
utilizing the machines in meteorological observations 
and in a systematic charting of air routes. In time we 
may see the airplane an important part of the equip- 
ment of ranchet, cotton planter. and wheat grower. 
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PRECEDENCE IN THE NAVY 

The Secretary of the Navy has submitted a tentative 
draft of a bill to make all temporary appointees iv the 
grades or ranks of commander, captain and rear ad- 
miral, in the line and staff of the Navy junior to all 
permanent officers in the same grades and ranks. The 
Secretary says: 

“All promotions to the grades or ranks of commander, 
captain and rear admiral, in the line and staff of the 
Navy are now made by selection. While the law does 
not require that temporary promotion to these grades or 
ranks shall be made by selection, it is the present policy - 
of the Department to follow the same rule in connection 
with temporary promotions.as in the case of permanent 
promotions, so the selection board recommends officers 
for permanent promotion and Officers for temporary pro- 
motion, and all such recommendations are submitted to 
the President who, in turn, sends the nominations to 
the Senate for- confirmation. 

“Under the provisions of the existing law officers of 
both the line and staff of the Navy take p®ecedence in 
their respective grades according to the dates stated in 
their commissions, and it has been held that this applies 
to the officers who are temporarily promoted as well as 
to those receiving permanent promotions. The result 
of this is that-when the selection board meets to select 
officers for promotion. for instance, to the grade of com- 
mander, they consider the records of those officers who 
already have been temporarily promoted to the grade of 
commander as well as the records of all eligibles in the 
grade of lieutenant commander. Ordinarily those offi- 
cers who are serving as femporary commanders would 
be selected for permanent appointments in that grade, 
but in practice cases have recently arisen where this 
has not been the case. The consequence is that officers 
from the grade -of lieutenant commander are perma- 
nently promoted to the grade of commander, but their 
commissions being of a later date than those of officers 
already holding temporary commissions in the same 
grade the temporary officers outrank the permanent. 

“A permanent commission is much more desirable than 
a temporary: Since the temporary commission may be re- 
voked at any time by executive authority, while a per- 
manent commission is surrounded by many legal rights 
and safeguards. This fact, that some of the temporary’ 
officers in the three above grades outrank officers in the 
same grades, is detrimental to discipline and tends to 
decrease efficient administration. . Further, it is be- 
lieved not to be in keeping with the principle of selec- 
tion.” 

The proposed bill provides “That officers of the line 
and staff of the Navy, who have been or may hereafter 
be permanently appointed to the grades or ranks of com- 
mander, captain, or rear admiral, shall take rank and 
precedence in thei? respective grades or ranks, ahead_of 
all officers holding temporary appointments therein.” 
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ACCOUNTING FOR ARMY SUPPLIES. 


The War Department is about to abolish a system 
which, although almost as old as the Army itself, has 
ever been a source of trouble to the supply officers. With 
the present .year the “property return” goes out of ex- ' 
istence. The Storage Division of Purchase, Storage and 
Traffic, General Staff, is now making an inventory of all 
Army supplies in this country available for issue. These 
supplies include all stocks or.Ordnance, Signal Corps 
material, Quartermaster supplies and other material be- 
longing to the War Department, except that of the 
A.E.F. While the Division of Purchase does not buy all 
material for all the bureaus, it does store and transport 
it, is accountable for it, and is charged -its distribution 
and issue. 

The Storage Division expects to put its huge stock 
inventory on the same basis a commercial concern would 
use to keep a record of its property. With a view to 
making this inventory complete, the Storage Division 
has called from the field something more than 150 sup- 
ply officers; to be instructed at first hand in the pro- 
posed method of making the actual list of articles be- 
longing to the Army. This involves the physical exam- 
ination and making of a card inventory of every itenr 
in the billions of dollars of stock purchased for the 
account of the various bureaus, including Ordnance, 
Medical, Signal Corps, Quartermaster Corps and other 
divisions found in depots, camps, forts and stations. 
The officers called to the War Department for instruc- 
tion will on their return to the respective purchase zones 
from which they came instruct the officers under them 
for the task ahead of them. 

This change in the method of keeping the account ‘al 








“stock initiates a new system_of property confrol and 


makes obsolete the old system of each supply officer 
making a semi-annual property return with all the com- 
plications that went with them. The new System estab- 
lishes direct communication between the Supply Office 
in the War Department and the chief supply officer in 
each one of the thirteen purchase zones into which the 


U.S. is divided, and cuts off the “property” return 
hitherto required of the theoretical stock balance every 
six months. It substitutes a method of charging the 
local supply officer with all that he has received; gives 
him credit -for what he has transferred on order to other 
depots; and it checks up every supply officer by a aye 
tem of auditing and “follow up.” 

The installation of the new system comes under the 
Storage Division, Col. F. B. Wells, and was devised by 

rl. “Committee of Uniform System of Depot Account- 
ings,” composed of officers and civilians familiar with 
commercial methods of stock-taking .and accounting. 
Among those active in investigating and preparing the 
new system was a special board composed of Col. C. O. 
Thomas, jr., Lieut. Col. L. H. Brittin, Capt. Fred D. 
Baker and W. H. Calhoun, a civilian, who, after visit- 
ing the main depots of supply, recommended the change, 
advising that it would so reduce paper work as to re 
lease the equivalent of a division 35,000 strong for ser- 
vice with the combatant troops. There will henceforth 
be one accounting department, instead of one for each 
bureau; and there will be twelve printed Accounting 
forms instead of 300.. Nevertheless, 500,000,000 of each 
of these twelve forms will be required to make the re- 
turns for the huge catalog that will contain by uumbers 
in trade classifications the éntire stock of the US.’ 
Army. From this complete inventory it will be possible 
to determine the surplus stock which the War Depart- 
ment will offer for sale or for transfer to some other 
division of the Government. 

In these operations, in fact in all the operations of 
the Supply Department, the co-operation of civilians 
with the officers of the Regular establishment_has been 
very close, and without it the progress of the whole 
Supply Department would have been very limited. In the 
procurement of commodities in the open markets the 
assistance of civilians familiar with big business meth- 
ods was a great asset; but as the*application of all sup- 
plies accumulated was for military purposes the direc- 
tion of officers trained in the needs and nomenclature of 
the Army was indispensable. The two have formed a 
combination which, once brought into harmony of ac- 
tion, has produced wonderful results. 
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DEATH AND Sick Rate IN ARMY CAMPS, - 

Thus far the demobilization of troops in the camps, 
cantonments and stations within the United States has 
had no perceptible effect upon the death and sick rate 
of the several organizations. Col. Deane C. Howard, 
Director of Sanitation, says: ‘We must expect to -see 
the sick and death rate gradually go up as the number 
demobilized becomes greater. This is due to the War 
Department order that only men who have passed the 
final examinations showing that they are in as good 
physical condition as Army medical treatment can give 
them shall be discharged from the Army. Accordingly, 
as the. Army now within the United States is. being de- 
mobilized at the rate of about 200,000 a week, the total 
number-—approximately 1,500,000, men—is losing sound 
men ‘at that rate and the ratio of sick to well men’ is 
steadily becoming greater. Finally a point will “be 
reached when the number of well men will be smaller 
than that of the sick. Eventually there will be no well 
men in the camp. So the sick and death rate in the 
camps and cantonments will steadily become greater and 
greater, even though the number of siek be constantly 
diminishing.” _ Colonel Howard did not say, although it 
is the fact, that as the demobilization proceeds, improve- 
ment in health conditions in all the camps may be ex- 
pected, due to simplification of the sanitation problem 
with the reduction of numbers of men in a camp. With 
the fewer men successful treatment of all cases is more 
easily obtained; and for the same reason the danger 
from infectious cases is lessened. 
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ALLOWANCE OF QUARTERS i 

The Secretary of War in G.O. 106, Nov. 15, 1918, 
War Dept., just issued, says: Héreafter. when officers 
assigned to duty with troops within the territorial juris- 
diction of the United States are stationed at permanent 
posts under conditions which make it impracticable to 
furnish them at Government expense with their author- 
ized allowance of quarters, or when assignment to such 
duty at such posts is obviously for so short ‘a period 
that it would not be practicable for such of those offi- 
cers having dependents to establish their dependents ‘at 
such posts, such officers shall upon their request be con- 
sidered as on field duty within the meaning of the Act 
of April 16, 1918. Each officer claiming commutation of 
quarters, heat and light under the provisions of the pre- 
ceding paragraph will make written request therefor to 
the commanding officer of the post, who will, if the offi- 
cer is entitled thereto, furnish a certificate in duplicate 
that the officer is on field duty for the period involved. 
Such certificate in duplicate will be filed by the officer 
with each pay account upon which such commutation is 
claimed. Officers stationed at permanent posts who 
claim commutation of quarters, heat, and light on ac- 
count of dependents under the provisions of this order 
will be limited to one room for their personal use in 
their allowance of quarters furnished by the Govern- 
ment in kind at the post. ~

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NAVAL ESTIMATES HEARINGS. 
Bureau of Navigation Needs. 


Hearings on estimates and policy relating to per- 

sonnel and the requirements with reference to the Navy 
Department's policy as te ships and men were begun by 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs on Dec. 17. The 
Bureau of Navigation was represented by Capt. Harris 
Laning, acting chief of the bureau; Capt. A. H. Scales, 
commandant Great Lakes Training Station; Lieut. 
Comdr. C. S. Roberts; Capt. W. M. Crose, command- 
ant training station naval operating base, Hamptof 
Roads; Capt. E. H. Campbell, commandant Newport 
Training Station; Capt. E. L. Bennett, in charge of 
training section; Capt. W. D. Leahy, director of gun- 
nery exercises and engineering competitions; Capt. 
K. Taussig, in charge of enlisted men’s division; Comdr. 
E. M. Doddridge, Naval Observatory; Comdr. C. B. 
Mayo, on appropriations for recreation and amusement 
for eilisted men, who was accompanied by John J. Egan, 
member, and M. M. Jackson, secretary, Commission on 
Training Camp <Aetivities; Lieut. Comdr. Emory Win- 
ship, in charge of mobilization and recruiting; H. Hen- 
kel, chief clerk, and L. F. Johnson, clerk, of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation. 

Captain Laning was heard first on details of the esti- 
mates. 
men must be recruited in the Navy next year to replace 
the enlisted personnel demobilized and that $20,000,900 
will be required to cover transportation and recruiting 
expenses in 1920. On July 1, 1919, he said, 350,000 
men will be needed in the Regular Establishment. The 
force now numbers 215,000 and 165,000 -of these men 
were enlisted since the war began—120,000 for four 
years and 45,000 for the duration of the war. More 
than sixty per cent. of the latter had asked to be re- 
leased and the Navy is in honor bound to grant them 
honorable discharge. Captain Laning said that while 
no promises had been made the ‘four-year men, they 
understood discharge would follow the end of hostilities 
and it was his opinion that “unless they are discharged 
the Navy will have just so many discontented men and 
its efficiency will be lowered.” With the conclusion of 
peace 290,000 men of the Naval Reserve Force must be 
place on the inactive list, and when this aetion is taken 
the Regular Navy force will require 650,000 in its en- 
listed personnel properly to man the vessels of the Navy 
and of the Shipping Board. , Captain Laning declared 
the Navy was never able to recruit sufficient radio men, 
and that those in the radio service cannot be discharged. 
The cost of demobilization, he estimated, would be $3,- 
000,000. He said that in the. opinion of the Surgeon 
General the Navy medical staff must also be held be- 
cause of existing health conditions. 

Asked by Chairman Padgett whether it would not be 
simple justice to grant honorable discharges to the four- 
year men released before the end of the enlistment period, 
Captain Laning said “‘it would be the right thing to do, 
but the Department would require new legislation em- 
powering it to grant such discharges to men who went 
into the Service through a sensr- of patriotic duty.” 

The $650,000 item asked for recreation for enlisted 
men was explained by Mr. Egan, of the Committee on 
Training Camp Activities. He said the appropriation 
for this year was considerably expanded by gifts from 
patriotic persons interested in the Navy, that the funds 
were disbursed under the direction of Secretary Daniels, 
and Mr. Egan advised that this be made a-part of the 
duty of the Bureau of Navigation. He insisted that 
every cent of the $ 50,000 would be needed in the next 
year based on the past experiences of the committee. 
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Gunnery Evercises and Engineering. 

Captain Leahy stated that the estimate of $680,000 
was conservative in view of the increase in the number 
of ships and men. It is necessary, he said, to carry on 
the gunnery of the fleet as contemplated. This was the 
practice heretofore. Asked by Representative Butler 
how much of the appropriation would be paid out for 
prizes, Captain Leahy replied: “It is not possible to 
give the information because prizes are paid to the 
ships when they complete their work of firing and that 
will be long after the end of the fiscal year.” He was 
requested to submit to the committee a table showing 
the money paid for prizes in the year ending 1917, also 
how much for ranges, shooting galleries, and estimates 
based on these figures for funds required up to July 1, 

Of the estimate of $15,000,000 under the heading 
“outfits on first enlistment,” Captain Laning, replying 
to a question of Chairman Padgett, stated that in his 
opinion probably this could be reduced $2,500,000. The’ 
estimate of $155,000 for ocean and lake surveys gave 
Captain Laning an opportunity to praise the excellent 
work done by the Hydrographic Office during the entire 
war period. 

Naval Training Stations. 

Chairman Padgett stated when the $410,000 estimate 
for the Yerba Buena Island station was taken up, that 
the Department is considering the desirability of aban- 
doning_it and moving the station to San Diego. Cap- 
tain Laning favored such a move because San Diego 
offered facilities for a training station. He would re- 
tain Yerba Buena as a station for receiving ships only. 
Representative Kettner, of California, said the citizens 
of San Diego, have raised $375, to purchase a tract 
of land on the bay there to be tendered to the Navy, free 
of cost, provided a permanent naval base be established 
there. The Navy Department now owns forty acres at 
San Diego, a tract inadequate for the installation of a 
station. Captain Campbell stated the estimate for the 
Newport station, $700,000, was based on a capacity of 
23,000 men. The extension at-'Coddington Point, he 
said, would be completed by next July. 

For the Great Lakes Naval Training Station the esti- 
mate of $1,292,000 was strongly upheld by Captain 
Scales. The station is expected to accommodate 40,000 
men in the next fiscal year and in no way could he gee 
the possibility of cutting the estimate. Captain Laning 
said that the training stations next year would be com- 
pelled to accommodate 200,000 men during the training 
periods where there were no accommodations for 100,000, 
The greater number was due to the signing up of raw 
recruits who would have to be trained from the ground 
up. 
Captain Bennett, in reply to a question, said he could 
only give from memory such stations it was intended to 
abandon. He gave the following: Bumpkin Island, Bos- 
ton, capacity 2.000 men; Camp Hingham, Mass., 1,700; 
Pelham Bay_ Barracks, 15,000; City Park Barracks, 
New York, 2,500; Brooklyn armory, 1,500; Wissahickon, 
Pa., 2,500; St. Helena, 4,500; Key West, 900; West 
End, New Orleans, 300; Gulfport, Miss., 2,200; De- 
troit training camps, 1,000; Balboa Barracks, San 


Diego, Cal., 4,000; and barracks at San Pedro, Cal.,

Among the schools to be abandoned are the cooking 
schocls at New York, 100; submarine base school, New 
London, 500; submarine base at San Pedro, Cal., 1,200; 
engineering school at Carnegie Institute, Pittsburgh, 
600; torpedo school, Newport, ; gas engine school, 
Columbia University, New York, 250; aviation carpen- 
ters’ mates school at Keyport, N.J., 200; cooking school, 
Philadelphia, 100; gunners school, Washington, 300; 
machinists’ mates school at Pensacola, Fla., 250; two 
aviation quartermaster schools at Pensacola, 500; Lib- 
erty engine school, Detroit, 75; two aviation schools at 
Buffalo, N.Y., 550; two ‘at naval air station, San 
Diego, 500. 

Captain Bennett said the policy had been adopted of 
abandoning Navy schools at private educational insti- 
tutions and concentrating the special schools, at the 
Navy training stations, and this will require many kinds 
of schools unknown to the Service before the war. 

Captain Scales said it would cost $3,500,000 to carry 
on the Great Lakes station, which dees not inelude the 
cost of coal. The capacity of the station, he added, was 
at least 50,000 men. More than 93,000 men went from 
the station to service in European waters. Lieutenant 
Commander Roberts added that there are upwards of 
5,000 men in the schools at.the station now, and of these 
3,200 are under instruction. The radio school has 
1,200 men and its capacity is 2,000. There are at the 
station at present about 33,000 men. 

The estimate of $2,655,360 for schools or camps of 
instruetion for the Naval Reserve Force, it developed, 
will probably be cut down considerably. 

Receiving Ships at Home and Abroad. 

As the @ession on Dec. 18 it was brought out that all 
the forces of the Navy overseas cannot be brought home 
until Jan. 1, 1920, at the earliest. Captain Laning 
asked for $1,000,000 for receiving ships at home and 
abroad. He also stated that the one serious mistake of 
the Navy during the war was the recruiting 1,200 too 
many men for the aviation service. Captain Laning 
said that Admiral Sims had advised the Department 
that he would be compelled to retain three receiving 
ship stations abroad in operation the coming year. He 
added it required a large number of men in the transfer 
of the very valuable material belonging to the Navy 
abroad and it is necessary to keep the receiving ships in 
commission until the material is returned home. The 
station at Cardiff, Wales, is particularly valuable, as it 
accommodates the seventy ships carrying coal to France 
and other Allied countries. Captain Laning explained, 
for the committee’s information, that the barracks on 
shore are called receiving ships, in these particular in- 
stances. Comparatively few men are on duty at these 
stations, and these forces are compelled to do -various 
things, hospital work, “ete., and checking out men be- 
Many thousands, 
Captain Laning sail, go through these barracks on the 
way home each month. These places will be in use all 
through the process of demobilization. The receiving 
ships abroad were located at Liverpool, Queenstown, 
Brest, Gibraltar, Azores, Cardiff, Corfu. It is intended 
to retain only those at Queenstown, Cardiff and Brest. 
In Captain Laning’s opinion $1,000,000 will not be suf- 
ficient to carry on the work of the receiving ships at 
home and abroad. 

Policy as to Ships and Men. 

Answering Chairman Padgett on the question of 
policy, Captain Laning stated: “In the past twenty 
years we have been able to build up very rapidly; we 
have had several building programs and taken great 
steps to increase the Navy permanently. In order to 
properly man our ships’ we have increased the person- 
nel to its present standard, and we have now more ships 
than we ever had before. But, at the beginning of the 
war, that is in 1914, we did not have the personnel to 
operate them. When we had trouble in Mexico the sit- 
uation was indeed difficult. We had to send battleships 
and destroyers to Mexican waters under difficulties, but 
they did their work splendidly. In 1916 trouble came in 
San Domingo. And we had to get together ships to 
handle that situation. Orders were received at four 
o'clock, and three hours later we were under way. I 
cOmmanded the Panther at the time, and with several 
coal burners proceeded there with not enough men to 
handle the outfit. We went, however, and successfully 
handled that revolution. The job being finished in six 
weeks, We returned home. Just before arriving at Key 
West orders were received to go to Mexican waters, and 
with two officers and forty-five men for each destroyer 
I proceeded. 

“It was even worse as to personnel when the fleet 
came to get ready for the European war. We only had 
half of our battleships Manned and the destroyers were 
also undermanned; we practically had the ships tied up 
to docks with no men to put on them. It seems to me 
that as far as readiness for war is concerned the Navy 
should be ready to fight when war is on. You cannot 

in to develop when involved in hostilities. At the 
outbreak of the war we began to enlist men by the 
wholesale, and our training ships were used for training 
officer personnel. That was the situation in July, 1917, 
when I was ordered to the Bureau of Navigation. There 
were then 2,394 officers in the Navy, and we actually 
needed between 6,000 and 7,000. It waS not an casy 
problem to solve. The officer situation was much more 
desperate than that of the men. 

“It was important that the ships should be ready to 
fight. The day I went to the bureau, Operations called 
us to man sixteen different transports. I estimated the 
situation and decide¢ there were certain things we 
would make go. All ships had to get their crews; the 
big transports had to get their crews. We made things 
go, but the Navy ships had to be robbed to do it. I 
figured the battleships would not be drawn into battle 
overseas for at least three months, because if the Ger- 
man fleet came out and succeeded in beating the British, 
which I did not think possible, it would take the Ger- 
mans three months to repair and be ready for another 
engagement. 

“We could not make the available 2,394 officers go 
very far; we cut down the battleships to twenty-two 
officers, where heretofore they had -had thirty-seven. 
The young officers after being well trained we assigned 
to the new ships. In this we received the hearty co- 
operation of the entire Navy. 

“The question of training the officer personnel was 
submitted to the commander-in-chief of the Fleet, and 
Admiral Gleayes, commanding the Transport Force, and 
they were advised I would confer with them. We met 
on the flagship of Rear Admiral Coffman and in the 


presence of officers of the fleet he told me not to strip 
his ships of officers. But when he learned of the pre- 


- carious situation Rear Admiral Coffman decided that 


taking his officers was the only thing to do. I then saw 
Rear Admiral Gleaves and he consented to doing the 
same with the officers of his squadron. We did not haye 
enough officers until well along in 1918, and to-day we 
have enough. Never was the fleet in such an efficient 
condition. Now, I would advise that, having attained 
this degree of efficiency, let us keep it up and maintain 
a Navy that can go into a fight ‘at the drop of the hat.’ 
Don’t let us get into trouble as we were at the begin- 
ning of the war, when we had only battleships and de- 
stroyers, and the personnel was not ready. 
Legislation Proposed for Navy Personnel. 

“T have drawn up two bills which I have submitted to 
the Secretary. One is for legislation we need right now. 
Let us hold the officers and men until such time as we 
can afford to let them go. The other is a bill to give us 
a permanent establishment that will meet the needs of 
the Navy. The passage of both measures will put the 
country in a state of readiness as far as the Navy 
concerned.” 

Here Captain Laning submitted a copy of the b 
relative to strengthening the officer personnel of tl 
Navy, the text of which appears below. 

Captain Laning explained the purposé$ of each s 
tion of the bill. He stated: “Seeretary Daniels told me 
he was willing 1,000 officers should come.in under the 
provisions of this bill; this, I am certain, is not a drop 
in the bucket. We need 8,600 officers.” In answer to 
Chairman Padgett’s computation of increases because of 
graduations from the Naval Academy, which in round 
numbers gave 4,500 officers for the Navy. by 1921, Cap 
tain Laning said: “The Secretary told me this year’s 
would be the last class graduated in three years.” 

Here the committee brought im a discussion of th 
General Board’s report relative to the Naval Academy, 
which did not approve taking over 1,000 men in a ten- 
porary arrangement for the Regular Service. Captair 
Laning said: “I have great respect for the members of 
the General Board, but I’m afraid they did not know th: 
situation. I think the Bureau of Navigation is the only 
office. in the Navy which has made a study of the ques- 
tion and knows how many officers are needed. In other 
words, to take in only 1,000 would put the Navy in the 
same situation it was in before the war began. [ donot 
believe we can get over 2,000 men through the opera- 
ions of the bill. Now that we are ready, we should stay 
ready.”” He was of the opinion that the Naval Acad- 
emy would never graduate enough men to officer the bat 
tleships authorized in the three-year program. 

A long colloquy ensued relative to grades and rank 
which might be attained by men coming into the Navy 
through the operations of the proposed bill. It devel- 
oped there were no officers calculated for the new ships 
which will be completed in 1920, and that in 1919 some 
slight relief would come through officers released from 
transports when our Army had been brought home.

NEW NAVAL PERSONNEL BILL. 

A bill to provide for the reduction of the temporary: per- 
sonnel of the Navy, the demobilization of the Naval Reserve 
Force, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted, etc., That on and after passage of this act all 
temporary commissioned and warrant officers of the Navy, ap 
pointed pursuant to Act of Congress approved May 22, 1917, 
as amended by the Act of July 1, 1918, shall, upon passing 
examinations required by law for appointment or promotion to 
such grade or rank, be eligible for appointment to the Regu- 
lar, permanent Navy in the grades or ranks held by them on 
the date of such examinations: Provided, That if a such 
officer on examination be found, by the Naval Examining 
Board, not qualified for appointment in grade or rank held by 
him, said board shall proceed with the examination and de- 
termine the grade or rank, if any, for which such officer is 
qualified, and shall report its findings, and recommendations 
to the Secretary of the Navy, and if it be found that any 
officer so examined is not qualified for appointment in grade 
or rank for which examined or in any lewer grade or rank, 
the board shall so report, and if such officer be found not 
qualified for appointment, or shall refuse“to accept appoint 
ment in the grade or rank for which found qualified and 
recommended, his temporary commission or warrant shall be 
revoked: Provided further, That officers appointed under fore 
going provisions who are oyer forty years of age on date of 
the passage of this act shall not be ineligible for promotion 
by selection under the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, by reason of age. 

Sec. 2. That temporary officers found qualified for appoint- 
ment in the Regular, permanent Navy in the same rank or 
grade held by them in the temporary Navy, shall be appointed 
to a rank or grade in the Navy, not above that for which 
found qualified, and shall take rank therein aceording to their 
lineal position on the Navy list as determined by the next 
succeeding computation: Provided, That any officer found 
qualified for a lower rank or grade in the Regular, permanent 
Navy than that held by him in the temporary Navy shall be 
appointed to a lower rank or grade with such date of prece- 
dence as may be determined by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 3. That the Act approved May 22, 1917, be amended 
by striking out the words ‘‘and not later than six months 
after the termination of the present war,’’-in Sec. 8 thereof 
so that said section as amended will read as follows: 

‘*See. 8. That all temporary appointments or advancements 
authorized by this act shall continue im force only until other- 
wise directed by the President or until Congress shall amend 
or_repeal the authorization for the increases herein provided.’’ 

See. 4. That members of Naval Reserve Foree, with their 
own consent, may be employed on active duty until] the ex- 
piration of their current enrolment: Provided, That commis- 
sioned and warrant officers of Naval Reserve Force who have 
served on active duty satisfactorily during the war with Ger- 
many shall be eligible for appointment as commissioned and 
warrant officers in the Regular, permanent Navy, not above 
the rank of lieutenant under same conditions as herein pré- 
seribed for temporary officers, and the rank and precedence of 
officers of Naval Reserve Force so appointed shall be fixed in 
each case by the Secretary of the Navy. - 

Sec. 5. That the Secretary of the Navy is authorized during 
the twelve months succeeding the termination of the present 
national emergency to make the computations and convene the 
boards for selection of officers for promotion provided by tlie 
Act of Aug. 29, 1916, as amended by the Act of July 1, 1918, 
whenever in his discretion the interests of the Service require 
such action; Provided, That after the passage of thi 
until July 1, 1925, promotion of officers of the Re 
manent Navy otherwise qualified may be made withou 
to service requirements in grade. 















Sec. 6. That the Act of Aug. 22, 1912, be and is hereby 
amended by striking out the words ‘‘the then existing four- 
year term of’’, so that said section as amended will read as 
follows: 

‘Phe term of enlistment of any enlisted man.in the Navy 


may, by--his voluntary written agreement, under such regula- 
tions as may be_prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy

regulation as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy: 
Provided, That all active service in the Naval Reserve Force 
shall be counted as naval service for purposes of pay, allow- 
ances, retirement and transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve: 
Provided further, That members of the Naval Reserve trans- 
ferred to-the Navy under the foregoing provision and who are 
discharged at date of expiration of enrolment shall upon re- 
enlistment in the Navy be entitled to all benefits now provided 
by law for men re-enlisting after serving a full enlistment in 
the Navy: And provided further, That the transfer of enrolled 
members of the Naval Reserve Force in enlisted ratings to 
the Regular Navy may be miade in excess of the authorized 
enlisted strength of the Navy prescribed by the Naval Appro- 
priation Act of July 1, 1918, public No. 182. 

Sec. 8. That officers and enlisted men of the Naval Reserve 
Force and officers and enlisted men comprising the temporary 
force of the Navy who have served at any time during the 
period of the present emergency shall hereafter be paid one 
month's extra pay at the rate authorized for shore duty when 
placed. on inactive duty, discharged or disenrolled by reason 
of the termination of the war or of the present emergency: 
Provided, That persons discharged with dishonorable or bad 
eonduct discharge, or discharged or disenrolled by reason of 
undesirability or inaptitude, or at their own request, shall not 
be entitled to the benefits of this section. 

See. 9. That no officer shall be appointed under the pro- 
visions of this act in excess of the percentage authorized by 
the Act of Aug. 29, 1916. 

Sec, 10. That the Secretary of the Navy is authorized to 
make necessary rules and regulations for carrying out the 
provisions of the act: Provided, That nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to reduce the pay or allowance of any com- 
missioned, warrant or appointed officer or any enlisted man as 
authorized by law for such officer or enlisted man in his 
present permanent status in the Regular Navy. 





THE MARINE CORPS ESTIMATES. 


The Marine Corps estimates came before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs at the hearings on Dec. 19 
and these officers of the Marine Corps were present to 
give information as to the estimates and the needs of the 
Service: Major Gen. Commandant George Barnett, 
Brig. Gen. Charles G. Long, Brig. Gen. George Rich- 
ards, paymaster; Brig. Gen. Charles L. MeCawley, 
quartermaster, and Cel. William B. Lemly, assistant 
quartermaster. General Barnett read a long statement 
of the history and needs of the corps and urged immedi- 
ate. legislation to increase the permanent authorized 
strength from 17,000 to 33,125 men. Legislation was 
recommended ‘to provide for chief pay clerks in certain 
offices”; “to protect men of Regular Marine Corps who 
accepted appointments in Marine Corps Reserve”; and 
for the filling of vacancies in the commissioned grades 
of the Marine Corps, this Jast providing that vacancies 
created ia the grades of captain and first and second 
lieutenan*s shall be filled by appointment to permanent 
commissivns in those grades of permanent, probationary 
and temporary officers of the corps, and Marine Corps 
Reserve officers on active duty who may be selected and 
recommendai by a board of officers.

PROPOSED NAVY LEGISLATION. 


The Navy Department has prepared additional bills 
affecting Navy personnel intended to be presented to the 
House Naval Committee for consideration during the 
naval hearings. It was proposed to present them at the 
hearing on Dec. 17, but so much time was taken up by 
discussion of the subjects presented that the additional 
bills were not reached. They propose the following leg- 
islation. 


Precedence of Permanent Officers. 

An act to give precedence to permanent officers in the 
higher grades of the Navy: 

Be it enacted, etc., That officers of the line and staff of the 
Navy, who have been or may hereafter be permanently ap- 
pointed to the grades or ranks of commander, captain, or rear 
admiral, shall take rank and precedence in their respective 
grades or ranks ahead of all officers holding temporary ap- 
pointments therein. 


Pnlisted Strength of the Navy. 

An act establishing the permanent enlisted strength of the 
Navy: 

Be it enacted, ete., That from and after the date of ap- 
proval of this act the authorized permanent enlisted strength 
of the Navy shall be 175,000 men, plus 24,000 apprentice sea- 
men and firemen under training, plus 12,000 men in trade 
schools under training, plus 6,000 men for aviation service in 
the Naval Flying Corps, but excluding Hospital Corps men, 
men undergoing sentence of court-martial, and men sentenced 
to discharge by court-martial. 


Pay of Enlisted Men. 

An act to provide rates of pay for enlist2d men of the Navy: 

Be it enacted, ete., That Sec. 15, Act of May 22, 1917 
(40 Stat. 87), be amended to read: 

**Sec. 15. That commencing June 1, 1917, all enlisted men 
of the Navy of the U.S. in active service whose base pay does 
not exceed $21 per month shall receive an increase of $15 
per month; those whose base pay is over $21 and does not 
exceed $24 per month, an increase of $12 per month; those 
whose base pay is-over $24 and less than $45 per month, as 
increase of $8 per month; and those whose base pay is $45 or 
more per month, an increase of $6 per month: Provided, That 
during the continuance of the present war, warrant officers, 
petty. officers and enlisted men of the U.S. Coast Guard shall 
receive the same rates of pay as are or may hereafter be 
prescribed for corresponding grades of rating and length of 
service in the Navy.’’

REVIEW OF ATLANTIC FLEET AT NEW YORK 

Tentative plans for the review and big welcome of 
the vessels of the Atlantic Fleet-at New York have had 
to be changed several times owing to the uncertainty of 
the date of arrival of the vessels bound home from 
Europe. The latest official advices announce the post- 
ponement of the review at New York from Dec. 24 to 
Thursday, Dec. 26, on account of heavy weather delay- 
ing the ships crossing the Atlantic. Assuming that the 
ships from abroad, and those that have been serving in 
home waters, will be in the port of New York on Dec. 
26, as now expected, the program will-include the fol- 





lowing: 

The fleet upon arrival will anchor in the Hudson 
river from abreast of 55th street to Fort Washington 
Point at 18ist street. Secretary Daniels will -review 
the ships from the Mayflower off the Statue of Liberty 
as they pass up the river. The head of the column js 
expected at the mouth of the Hudson about 9 a.m. 
After the last vessel has passed the Mayflower wil] 
steam around the fleet and review it at anchor. Boats 
containing city officials will follow the Mayflower. The 
Mayflower will then take up an anchorage at the foot 
of Ninety-second street, where Secretary Daniels wil] 
receive the commander-in-chief, Admiral Henry T. Mayo, 


the- flag officers and the commanding officers of the vari- 


ous ships. 

The fleet will probably remain in the Hudson river 
until Jan. 8 

Secretary Daniels has announced that in addition to 
the ships returning from foreign service the following 
vessels of the Atlantic- Fleet will take part in the re- 
view: Battleships—The New Mexico, Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, Maine, Wisconsin, Alabama, Illinois, Kearsarge, 
Iowa, Indiana and Massachusetts. Hospital ship— 
Solace. Supply ship—Bridge and one or more fuel ships. 

Ships Returning. 

Neither the exact number nor names of the destroyers 
and converted yachts that are returning from abroad 
are known at this time, says Mr. Daniels. The destroy- 
ers. and small craft on their arrival in the river will be 
anchored in berths on the New Jersey shore to the west 
of the fleet. The battleships returning are: 

The Pennsylvania, Admiral Mayo’s fiagship, under 
command of Capt. L. N. Multon. Division 6, under 
Rear Admiral Hugh Redman—The New York, flagship; 
the Texas, Wyoming, Florida, Arkansas and Nevada. 
Division 9, under Rear Admiral T. S. Rodgers—The 
Utah, Arizona and Oklahoma. 

The Navy Dtpartment has announced that the fol- 
lowing destroyers are already homeward bound: The 
Whipple, Truxtun, Worden, Stewart, Flusser, Preston, 
Lamson and Reid. ‘They should arrive in time to par- 
ticipate in the review. In addition a number of other 
destroyers have been assigned to return.

Lieuts. Frank L. Muller and Juneus H. Fulcher, 
U.S.N.R.F., survivors of the American transport Ti- 
conderoga, sunk by a German submarine on Sept. 0, 
who were kept prisoners on the submarine for forty-five 
days, arrived at New York Dec. 17 on the steamer Ca- 
ronia. They were released when the submarines sur- 
rendered in British waters. Both officers told of the in- 
human treatment of some of their wounded companions 
by the German submarine commander, Captain Franz, 
and of the sensation they felt when the submarine was 
being sought by British depth bombs in mid-Atlantic. 
Many of the crew of 235 of the Ticonderoga, including 
the gunners, lost their lives either by shell fire or 
drowning.

PROGRESS OF THE ALLIES. 
together with 


The American Army of Occupation, 
other Allied troops, is now firmly established in Ger- 
many. The ist, 2d and‘3d Divisions of the American 
forces crossed the Rhine river on Dec. 13, while instead 
of the small American detachment which had been in 
possession of Coblenz for more than a week, approxi- 
mately 40,000 of our troops had passed through the city 
by Dec. 15. The largest ‘hotel had ‘been taken over as 
headquarters for the American 3d Army. The German 
people were out in foree to see the American forces 
pouring into their town with bands playing and colors 
flying. The American occupation was marked by no 
disturbance or excitement. The policy of moderation 
and non-interference established by General Pershing 
proved a success so far as the maintenance of order is 
concerned, and that is the sole interest of the American 
3d Army. The 4th, 32d, 42d and 90th Divisions, it was 
announced, would occupy positions in support of the 
advanced lines. 

The famous old fortress of Ehrenbreitstein, near Cob- 
lenz, was formally occupied by American troops on 
Dec. 13, the 7th Field Artillery establishing its head- 
quarters there. The 2d American Army has its head- 
quarters in the city of Luxembourg. The Americans now 
hold sixty miles of the Rhine. The 32d Division occu- 
pies the bridgehead on the left, the 2d Division the cen- 
ter, and the 1st Division the right, while two French 
divisions occupy a part of-the bridgehead on the ex- 
treme right of the American forces. 

The French forces of eccupation have reached the 
extreme eastern limit of the bridgehead in the region of 
Mayence. The French troeps have met with no oppo- 
sition from the German population, the spirit being one 
of curiosity rather than of hostility. The regular Ger- 
man civil authorities have been recognized by the 
French. General Mangin is in command here. 

In places occupied by the British forces the Germans 
are made to understand that whatever orders are issued 
must be obeyed without hesitation or attempt at eva- 
sion. In Cologne on Dec. 16 the Germans decided to 
defy the British orders that all civilians must be off the 
streets by nine o’clock at night. More than 200 of 
them were at once arrested and lecked up, and the fol- 
lowing morning they were fined in the military court. 

The Allied forces having now reached their objectives, 
they are settling dewn to the routine work of occupying 
enemy territory. It was announced on Dec. 15 that the 
supreme command of the Allies had prolonged the ar- 
mistice until Jan. 17 and had reserved the right to 
eccupy the neutral zone, or right bank of the Rhine, 
north of the Cologne bridehead and as far as the Dutch 
frontier, should it be found necessary. 

In Russia French marines have entered the city of 
Odessa, where a number of British and French war 
vessels are in the harbor. It was reported on Dec. 19 
that an American warship will be sent there. The in- 
ternment of Field Marshal Mackensen, commander of 
the German forces in Roumania, in Hungary was an- 
nounced on Dec. 17. A large part of Mackensen’s army 
has also been interned by the Hungarian government in 
various places. 
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PAY ADVANCE FOR RETURNING SOLDIERS. 

Commenting on a statement that there are a number 
of sick and wounded soldiers at a hospital in West 
Baden, Ind., who have not received their pay for some 
months, Secretary of War Baker said in a press inter- 
view on Dec. 12: 

“During peace times, in the Army when a man is 
sick his pay is made out by his company commander. 
When a man’s company commander is marching in the 
Argonne Forest and the man has been wounded and 
carried first to one hospital and then another until he 
gets 500 or 600 miles away, there is no way for the com- 
pany commander to know whether the man is still liy- 
ing or where he is. Because of this fact the peace-time 
pay system broke down in the matter of paying men 
who were in hospitals. A plan was started of having 
an individual book for each soldier which he carried in 
his pocket made for the purpose, showing when he was 
paid and how much he was paid, and on the first page 
of that book was a record of his allotments aad obliga- 
tions of various kinds, and any pay officer anywhere 
could tell exactly. when he was last paid and how much 
was due him. The making of these books and entering 
on the first pages the information for 2,000,000 men is 
a pretty large task, and a substantial number of men 
have come back from Europe who have not been paid 
for a long period of months, and to whom pay is due. 

Wh I came back from Europe on the Northern 
Pacific [ caused a census to be made of the sick men 
on board to ascertain how many had been paid recently. 
The record, it seemed to me, was very bad; it showed 
that a mumber of the men had not been paid for a con- 
siderable number of months. Immediately I gave orders 





that every m.n should be given some money when he 
was put on the boat, with full suits of clothing and 
that sort of thing, the final adjustment of the man’s pay 
to take place after he got here, but that no man was to 
leave Europe. without some money to buy the little 


articles that a soldier desires. I have a cablegram from 
General Harbord that he is doing this, that he has placed 
an inspector at each port to see that the order is faith- 
fully carried out with regard te each man. It may well 
be that there are in this country an accumulation of 
soldiers who came over under the old system as to 
whom the pay accounts have not been adjusted.” 
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AEP. CASUALTY REPORTS SOON TO END. 


For the. purpose of allaying a certain amount of ap- 
prehension in the Services as well as among civilians 
throughout the United States the War Department, by 
order of Secretary Baker, sent orders to Gen. John J. 
Pershing, as contained in five questions, directing him 
to forward information as to the exact statistics of 
casualty reports in co-operation at the Central Records 
office of the American Expeditionary Force. The cable- 
gram containing the questions was sent on’ Dec. 11 and 
the replies were made public by the Department on Dee. 
16. The questions and answers as officially announced 
were as follows: 

The first question was: “Give number of deaths classi- 
fied as usual_and seriously wounded not reported by 
name to us and now in process of check at Central 
Records office.” General Pershing, under date of Dec. 
14, cabled the following reply: ‘Unreported casualties 
now in process of check at Central Records office: Killed 
in action, 390; died of wounds, 275; died of disease, 
353; accidentally killed, 51; wounded in action sevcrely, 
39,371. The above include all suspense cases under in- 
vestigation for duplication, verification, etc.” 

The second question asked was: “Give average daily 
number of deaths and seriously wounded received at 
Central Records office during four days previous to re- 
ceipt of this cable.” General Pershing’s reply was: 
“Average daily number of casualties received at Central 
Records office during the four days previous to receipt 
of your cable was as follows: “Killed in action, 229; 
died of- wounds, 250; died of disease, 352; severely 
wounded, 1,033. These apparently large receipts are 
due to the fact that in addition to the regular reports 
every organization has been submitting a list of all its 
casualties since its arrival in France in order that a 
final check could be made to make sure that every eas- 
ualty has been reported. From above figures the daily 
average to be reported was as follows: Killed in action, 
69; died of wounds, 69; died of disease, 122; severely 
wounded, 752.” 

The third question asked was: “Give estimated date 
on which reports of serious battle casualties by cable to 
us will be practically completed, it being understood that 
isolated cases, not to exceed say fifty per-day, may still 
be expected.” General Pershing’s reply was: “Reports 
of deaths in action should be practically completed by 
Dec. 20 and severely wounded on kee 

The fourth question asked was: “Number, if any, of 
duplicated casualties discovered in Central Records office 
since Nov. 27 which are operating to reduce totals given 
in your cable of that date, classified by nature of eas- 
ualty.” General Pershing’s reply was: “The number of 
duplicates discovered in Central Records office since 
Nov. 27, as the additional casualties received more than 
offset the duplicates.” (Note.—See Pershing cable of 
Nov. 27 appended.) 

The fifth question asked was: “Much apprehension 
here as to casualties in 30th Division. Have thése been 
fully reported to you and forwarded to us? Can you 
eable classified estimates of total casualties in that 
division? General Pershing’s reply was: “30th Divi- 
sion checked their total casualties against records of 
Central Records office, Nov. 23, and casualties of records 
in their office have been reported to War Department. 
Casualties classified as follows: Killed in action, 1,168; 
died of wounds, 283; died of disease, 15; died of other 
causes, 5; severely wounded, 1,181; wounded, degree un- 
determined, 805; slightly wounded, 3,973; missing or 
captured, 193.” 

The cablegram of Nov. 27, referred to by General 
Pershing, was published in General March’s interview 
of Noy. 30, and is as follows: “I have a cablegram from 
General Pershing giving the total number of casualties 
up to and including Nov. 26, as follows: Killed in action, 
28,363; died of wounds, 12,101; died of disease, 16,034; 
died of other causes, 1,980; missing in action, 14,290; 
prisoners, 2,275, and wounded, 189,955, of whom 54,751 
are reported as severely wounded, 43,168 degree unde- 
termined and 92,036 slightly.” 

he War Department stated on Dec. 19 that it has 
been officially announced by General Pershing that the 
list of casualties of the American Expeditionary Force 
which have not yet been published, but have been* an- 
nounced officially by General Pershing, has been re- 
duced up to the date given, to 66,892, of which 1,680 
were killed in action, died of wounds, disease, or 
from other causes; wounded, 64,862; missing and pris- 
oners, 350. A large proportion of the wounded are re- 
ported to be minor cases, many patients having re- 
covered. It was explained that 4,000 of the wounded 
and 1,202 of the killed, included in General Pershing’s 
report, have already been published by Marine Corps 
Headquarters. 
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THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
THIRD SESSION. 


Mr. Thomas on Dec. 16 introduced in the Senate S. 
5200, which would provide “That all officers, privates 
and non-commissioned officers who had been recom- 
mended for promotion prior to or on the 11th day of 
November, 1918, shall be entitled to and shall be given 
commissions for the rank so recommended, in all re- 
spects as though hostilities with Germany had not been 
suspended.” 

The House on Dee. 5 passed H.R. 12917, to provide 
for the establishment of a sanatorium for the treatment 
of persons discharged from the military and naval forces 
of the Uinted States. 

Representative Mott of New York on Dec. 16 intro- 
duced a bill, H.R. 15405, tendering the thanks of Con- 
gress and the American people to General Pershing and 
the officers and men under his command. 

The Senate on Dec. 18 passed the House bill author- 
izing the Government to furnish uniforms and equip- 
ment to U.S. Navy officers at cost. 

Temporary Promotion for Marine Officers. ~ 

The Senete on Dec. 18 passed the following, House bill 
relating to the Marine Corps:

COMMISSIONS FOR: MEN OF THE U.S.M.C. 


Four hundred and thirty men of the U.S. Marine 
Corps, graduates of the Officers’ Training School. at 
Quantico, Va., received their commissions as second lieu- 
tenants, temporary, in the Marine Corps on Dec. 16. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels, Brig. Gen. Charles G. 
Long, U.S.M.C., acting Commandant; Brig. Gen. George 
Richards, U.S.M.C., paymaster of-the corps, and other 
officers of the organization went to Quantico from Wash- 
ington for the purpose of attending ‘the ceremonies. The 
Secretary presented the commissions to the new officers 
and said, in part: “There was once a common expres- 
sion, not very complimentary to the Marine Corps, ‘tell 
it to the Marines.’ Since Chateau-Thierry and Belleau 
Wood that saying has been changed and now everybody 
The French, in honor 
of the ‘wild charges they made,’ changed the name of 
Belleau Wood to ‘the Wood of the Marines,’ thus per- 
petuating in a historic wood the courage and dash at 
which all the world wondered, but we did not wonder— 
not those of us who from intimate touch knew the spirit 
and mettle of the American Marines.” Continuing, he 
spoke of the valor shown and the many glorious deeds 
performed by the corps in the past “from the hills of 
Montezuma to the shores of Tripoli’ as well as in many 
other places since those days. 

Referring to the present system of giving commis; 
sions only to those ‘who are already members of the 
corps or graduates of the U.S. Naval Academy the Sec- 
retary said: “At the entrance of America in the world 
war, it was officially announced by General Barnett, 
with my approval and concurrence, that all future com- 
missions in the Marine Corps should be granted solely to 
enlisted men. I believe the day is near at hand when 
approved efficient service in the ranks must precede 
every commission granted in every branch of the mili- 
tary service. Certainly, the experience of the Marine 
Corps is the best proof of the wisdom of the course that 
has been pursued in the past. It has worked so well in 
the Marine Corps that it will be the fixed permanent 
future policy. Officers will come only from the enlisted 
personnel or from Annapolis, and they will have an 
understanding and sympathy with the men they head 
which will make a well disciplined and thorough demo- 
cratic American ferce. From reports received of the 
actions and conduct of the enlisted men in the Marine 
Corps who have been commissioned I know that no mis- 
take was made in adopting this policy. It has put the 
enlisted men of the corps upon their mettle, and the 
feeling and thought first expressed by Napoleon when he 
told his soldiers that each one of them carried a mar- 
shal’s baton in his knapsack, has made every enlisted 
man in the corps feel that he, too, carried the shoulder 
straps of an officer in his roll. 

“When most of you enlisted you expected to_see ser- 
vice in France. The victory, sometimes interchangeably 
called armistice or surrender, has made it unnecessary 
for the United States to transport more fighting men 
across the seas. But the stimulus of early action in the 
greatest of wars will. not cause you to relax all dili- 
gence to become fit for fighting and fit for the duties in 
days following the war. 

“The Marine Corps, as a part of the Neval Estab- 
lishment, has ts duties in time of peace that are no 
less strenuous than in time of war. In fact, when I 
look back upon the achievements of the Marine Corps 
in the past few years, in Nicaragua in 1912, in Mexico 
in 1914, in Haiti in 1915 and 1916, and in Santo Do- 
mingo, I am very much inclined to believe that the term 
‘peace,’ has about the same significance, as far as the 
Marine Corps is concerned, as the term ‘war,’ and though 
you officers will probably not see action in France, yet 
if the past is any criterion, you will probably find your 
time as fully occupied, and your chances of improving 
your knowledge of the military profession as great, as 
though serving with the American Expeditionary 
Forces.” 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Use of Cadet Store Funds. 


It is not permissible for the Secretary of War to au- 
thorize the Superintendent of the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy to use part of the $150,000, appropriated for the 
cadet store stock, for the relief of the cadets of the 
classes of 1920 and 1921 who were graduated Novy. 2. 
The Comptroller gives this decision as the result of a 
request made by the Secretary of War on a point raised 
by. the Superintendent of the U.S. Military Academy. 
This was that “funds be placed to the credit of the 
treasurer of the U.S. Military Academy for payment to 
the U.S. M.A. cadets of the classes of 1920 and 1921, 
who have been ordered by military authority to gradu- 
ate Nov. 1, 1918, and to provide themselves with the 
full personal equipment reyuired for immediate active 
service overseas, of so much of their respective full 
course personal equipment allowances as may remain 
unpaid at the date of their graduation.” The Secretary 
of War inquired of the Comptroller if money for this 
purpose could be paid out of the $150,000 appropriated 
in the Deficiency Act of Nov. 4, 1918, for use of the 
Treasurer of the U.S.M.A.,” as a working fund to enable 
him to keep stock in cadet’store, cadet mess and cadet 
laundry during the present system of cadet instruction 
at the U.S. Military Academy.” There is a proviso in 
this section of the law “that in case a four-year course 
is re-established this amount shall remain available for 
use of the Treasurer of the U.S.M.A. until such time as 
the equipment fund of cadets shall have reached the 
same amount.” The Secretary of War wished to know 
if the $150,000 thus appropriated was applicable to the 
purpose specified in the Superintendent's letter, but the 
Comptroller's decision was adverse, as noted above. 


Funds Lost at Sea. 
There is no law known to the Comptroller under 
which funds lost at'sea by a member of the U.S. Navy 








December 21, 1918. ‘ 
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could be reimbursed nor any public funds appropriated 

by Congress out of which such loss could be repaid. 

This decision arose from a request made by a chief yeo- 

man of the U.S.N.R.F., who lost $345 through the sink- 

ing of the U.S.S. President Lincoln on May 31, 1918. 
Pay of Army Field Clerks. 

Army field clerks are not entitled to longevity pay, 
the Comptroller states in a decision of Dec. 5. The 
Comptroller points out that the only increased pay pro- 
vided for Army field clerks under the act of July 9, 
1918, “is that for foreign service as now allowed by 
law,” and that the phrase “allowances and benefits” in 
the same proviso does not cover longevity pay. He adds: 
“T think that if it had been the intention of Congress to 
provide for longevity pay to Army field clerks by the 
legislation of July 9, 1918, it would have been expressly 
so stated as increase for foreign service was so stated. 
Nothing is said of pay, however . . . and this de- 
cision is made accordingly.” 

Retired Navy Men on Active Duty. 

A retired man of the Navy who has been recalled to 
active duty is entitled under the law of July 1, 1918, to 
continuous service pay, additional pay provided by Gen- 
eral Order 34, Navy Department, 1906, and honorable 
discharge gratuity if a citizen of the United States and 
if there is nothing in his efficiency record to prevent his 
being qualified to receive an honorable discharge.

Aviation and Records. 
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Contests 


Contests. in the air, for both heavier- and lighter- 
than-air craft, among fliers in Air Service are pro- 
jected by the Air Service Clubs’ Association. Prizes 
for meritorious flights and achievements are to br 


awarded. A homologation committee, which will wit- 
ness and pass on aeronautical tests and fligits’/for offi- 
cial record, is to be authorized by the association. ‘This 
committee is heartily endorsed by the Pacific Aer» Club, 
of which Rear Admiral Charles F) Pond, U.NS.N., is 
president. Investigation and certification by this com- 
mittee will have the highest official stamp and its rec- 
ords will be the last word in the aeronautiza! auvals 
of the United States. 
- Ofder Regulating Low Flying. 

An increase in the flying accidents on the training 
fields:in this country since the signing of the armistice 
has caused the issuance of an order from thé Division 
of Military Aeronautics to be sent to all fields to put 
a stop to the low flying and acrobatics that have been 
carried on during celebrations in the vicinity of cities, 
towns and buildings. Commanding officers have been 
instructed to take the most stringent methods in carry- 
ing the order out. Pilots who fail to comply will not 
only be “grounded,” but restricted to the limits of the 
reservation. In the case“of Regular Army officers court- 
martial is recommended; in the case of all other officers 
proceedings with a view to their discharge from the 
Service. The order adds that the recent increase in acci- 
dents must have been the result of’ indiscriminate fly- 
ing and failure to observe even the common rules of 
flying. All acrobatic flying hereafter must, according 
to this order, be finished at an altitude not lower than 
1,500 feet. 

Clubs’ Association. 

The Air Service Clubs’ Association, recently incorpo- 
rated in Washington, with Major Gen. William L. 
Kenly at the head of the incorporators, is meeting with a 
warm weleome throughout the Services, and its mem- 
bership is increasing at the- rate of se\-cral hundred a 
day.“ The object of the organization is to promote esprit 
de corps in the Air Service. Its membership is open to 
the officers of the various branches of the Air Service of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, civilian personnel 
occupying positions as chiefs, and to foreign officers on 
duty with the Air Service. The need of such an organ- 
ization has long been recognized. Numerous small or- 
ganizations have been started, each of them incapable 
of assuming an authoritative national leadership. Many 
of these independent groups have now merged with 
the association. As the mouthpiece of the thousands 
of officers serving in the air branches of the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps, the Air Service Clubs’ Associa- 
tion plans to become the medium for the exchange of 
constructive ideas on the subject of aviation in the 
United States and throughout the world. The Aero 
Club of America, New York city, the Allied Aviation 
Club in Paris, the Royal Aero Club of Great Britain 
aud the Royal Acro Club of Italy in Rome already have 
extended the privileges of their club houses to the mem- 
bers of the new organization. It will publish a maga- 
zine of the Air Service, the initial number of which the 
editor-in-chief, Capt. Earl N. Findley, U.S.A., expects 
will be issued in January, 1919.

SCARLET CHEVRONS FOR HONOR SOLDIERS. 

The enlisted men who served in the Army with honor 
to. themselves and to the nation will hereafter be distif- 
guished by -a special chevron, the War Department hay- 
ing issued the following regulation granting a distin- 
guishing mark for the good soldier: 

“TJ, As a recognition of duties_performed in the ser- 
vice of the country, it is directed that each soldier on 
being honorably discharged be furnished with two scar- 
let cheyrons, to be worn on the left sleeves, point up, 
midway between the elbow and the shoulder, one on the 
coat and one on the overcoat. This will serve to indi- 
cate to the country while the uniform is being worn 
that the wearer responded to the demands of the coun- 
try, performing creditable service in the Army, and 
finally received honorable discharge therefrom. 

“IT, Where practicable these chevrons should be sewn 
on the garments before discharge. If this cannot be 
done, they will be presented to the soldier with. his dis- 
charge papers.” 

“TIT. The chevrons will be of the 
as now prescribed for war service cheyrons. Immedi- 
ate steps will be taken to provide them at all places 
where troops will be discharged and they can -be fur- 
nished to men already discharged, who apply for same.”

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More AMERICAN TROOPS. FoR RUSSIA. 

The statement issued by the State Department on 
Dec. 16 relative to conditions in southern Russia was 
accepted in Army circles as a forecast of a wider use 
of American troops in the Russian theater of revolt. 
The statement described the urgent appeal from a dele- 
gation composed of all political groups of Russia, with 
the exception of the extreme radicals and extreme con- 
servatives, in which the Allies are asked not to delay 
help for fear its moral effect upon such Russian elements 
as can offer organized resistance may be lost. -It was 
suggested that some of the Black Sea ports be patrolled 
by Allied ships and that Allied soldiers be stationed at 
strategical railroad junctions and in the larger cities to 
check the further dismemberment of Russia by the Soviet 
government. Army authoritiés at Washington are of 
the opinion that since the United States is ‘committed 
to a policy of “police duty” in Russia the Government 
cannot, in conformity with that policy, refuse to do its 
share for the southern Russians should the Allies de- 
cide to send the help so urgently called for by the dele- 
gation in its address to the ministers of the Allied na- 
tions gathered at Jassy, in Rumania, on Dec. 6. 
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No Dumping or ARNyY’s Raw MATERIALS. 

As to the disposition of raw materials owned by the 
War Department, Secretary of War Baker said in a 
press interview on Dec.- 12: “The War Department, so 
far as it possesses stocks of raw materials of one sort and 
another, is not going to dump them in the markets in 
such a way as to break the market and cause. disruption 
of the industries that produce those materials, but is go- 
ing to work out a wiethod of disposing of them in con- 
junction with those who know most about the various 
materials, so as to allow the production of raw materials 
to be continued normally.* That means that our stocks 
will be sold from time to time so as not to cause a sud- 
den break in the market, and it doés not mean that our 
stocks are going to be withheld in such a way as arti- 
ficially to either enhance the market or maintain an 
improper basis‘of price.” 
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TRANSFER ,OF CoAST GUARD TO Navy.

Higher Pay for Lower Rank in Navy. 

The Navy Department is interested in the question 
whether the Comptroller of the Treasury will agree with 
a recent opinion of the Judge Advocate General, through 
which officers of low rank would be granted higher pay. 
The Act of July 1, 1918, provided for the promotion of 
retired officers on active duty during the emergency. In 
the opinion of the J.A.G. it is stated that although re- 
tired chief warrant officers cannot be promoted in rank 
they can be advanced in pay corresponding ¢o that of 
lieutenant, junior grade, and lieutenant, according to 
length of service. The Department will submit to the 
officers concerned in the near future information relative 
to this opinion of the Judge Advocate General. 


VARIOUS NAVAL, ITEMS. 


The U.S.S. Vulcan sailed from Boston Dec. 16 for a 
trip that will probably last two years. According to 
the itinerary the Vulcan will visit China, the Philip- 
pines and a number of other places in the Far East.

When the/War Department is ready to release the 
E.R.C. men to inactive status your discharge as an enlisted 
man will no doubt be issued, and you would then have but one 
status, that of an officer in the Reserve. In the case of enlisted 
men not entitled to furlough, it is the practice in time of peace 
for these men to continue in the status and duty of enlisted 
men until their services as officers are neetted and they are 
ealled to active duty under their Reserve commissions, when dis- 
charge from enlistment follows. 

L. M. G.—Regarding your travel expenses while on inspection 
duty for the Naval Reserve, submit your question through ‘the 
channel.

I.D.R. for Sanitary Troops. 

I.—Hereafter the Infantry Drill Regulations, United States 
Army, will be substituted for Drill Regulations and Service 
Manual for Sanitary Troops, United States Army, 1917, for the 
drill of all unmounted organizations of the Veterinary Corps. 

Army Artillery, G.C.M 

II —The C.O. of the Army Artillery of each army and the 
0.0, of the Railway Artillery Reserve are empowered to ap- 
point general courts-martial whenever necessary, and to exer- 
cise within their commands the powers granted by regulations 
and orders to division commanders. 

Vouchers for Printing. 

III.—So much of Par. 513, Army Regulations, as prescribes 
that “all vouchers covering the service of necessary printing 
will, prior to payment, be submitted to the assistant and chief 
clerk of the War Department,”’ is suspended during the period 
of the evisting emergency, this suspension to have reference only 
to such accounts for job printing as cover lump-sum purchases. 

V.—Announces that the period during which money ac- 
counts covering expenditures from appropriations for the Army 
may be transmitted to the auditor for the War Department 
after their receipt in the War Department is extended during 
the present emergency from sixty to’ ninety days, so that proper 
administrative examination and. record thereof may be made by 
certain bureaus of the War Department. The provisions of 
Par. 655, Army Regulations, inconsistent with the foregoing 
are to that extent modified for the duration of the present 
emergency.

Assignments to Staf’ Duty. 

V.—tThe original assignment of officers to the staffs of 
brigades and divisions will be made from the grades indicated 
in the Tables of Organization. Brigade and divisional staff 
officers, however, may be recom ded for pr tion whenever 
their efficiency and the interests of the Service warrant it, and, 
if promoted in accordance with such recommendation to a grade 
not above that of colonel, may be retained on their original as- 
signments. When an officer is promoted to the next higher 
grade in accordance with these orders the number of officers of 
his branch of the Service in the grade to which he shall have 
been promoted shall be increased by one and the numlgr in the 
grade from which he shall have been promoted diminished by 
one, so long as he remains on this assignment. This ruling 
applies to the United States Army for the period of the emer- 
gency only.
